




SUPERIOR COURT Judge Cornelius J. Moynihan denied 
a new trial for confessed Boston Strangler Albert H. DeSalvo. 
Defense attorney F. Lee Bailey earlier appealed to the Massa¬ 
chusetts Supreme Court the conviction and life sentencing of 
the 35-year-old Malden handyman. No date has been set for 
the hearing. 

During yesterday’s court session, attorney Charles Bur- 
nim, appearing in the absence of Bailey, argued that in his 
charge to the jury, Judge Moynihan should have more closely 
followed the Model Penal Code. Burnim said the testimony 
of defense and prosecution psychiatrists was so confusing 
the “Jury could not have found him (DeSalvo) insane beyond 
a reasonable doubt at the time the crimes were committed.” 

FINAL SENATE VOTE TODAY ON PAY RAISE 

THE SENATE WAS expected to give final approval to¬ 
day to the bill calling for a pay raise for legislators from 
$5,200 to $10,000 and start the measure on its way to 
Governor Volpe. Yesterday, in a preliminary vote the Senate 
endorsed the raise by a 33 to 4 vote and the final vote will 
probably be as decisive. 


Doctors who depend upon 
blood for their patients in an 
adequate supply gave a good 
amount themselves yester¬ 
day morning (Wednesday, 
February 1) at Newton- Wel¬ 
lesley Hospital. 

More than 50 physicians 
from the hospital's medical 
staff turned out for the 
first doctor’s blood donor 
day to be held at the 250- 
bed hospital, a formal teach¬ 
ing affiliate of Tufts Uni¬ 
versity School of Medicine. 

The physicians reported to 
the hospital’s Usen Auditor¬ 
ium, where a bloodmobile and 
volunteers from the Newton 
Chapter of tha American Red 


Cross accepted and processed 
the donations. 

‘‘To my knowledge, this is 

the first instance of an area 
hospital medical staff join¬ 
ing in a formal group dona¬ 
tion program, certainly in re¬ 
cent years,” said Mr. Henry 
Wilson, chairman of the New¬ 
ton Red Cross Blood Program. 

“The doctors thus join 
many industrial, fraternal, 
religious, civic and similar 
groups in western suburban 
communities who schedule 
regular donations, to guard 
against a depletion of blood 
stocks.”

FCC WITHDRAWS OKAY OF ABC ITT MERGER 

THE FEDERAL COMMUNICATIONS Commission with¬ 
drew its approval of the merger of International Telephone 
& Telegraph Corp. and the American Broadcasting Co. The 
FCC gave the Justice Department two weeks to present its 
ease on the possible damage the merger could do to broadcast 
competition. 

The commission also gave parties to the $2 billion merger 
until Feb. 23 to file any evidence and information they feel 
is needed to support the consolidation, first approved by the 
FCC last Dec. 21. The commission’s order amounted to an 
open-ended stay of its earlier approval. 


NEW NEAR-BUZZARD PUMMELS CHICAGO 

THE THIRD STORM in six days early today was pum¬ 
melling Chicago, a snow-groggy metropolis still reeling and 
half paralyzed under last week’s near record 26 inch blow. 
The driving snows, approached near-blizzerd ferocity in many 
midwest areas. 

By the Chicago evening rush hour yesterday up to five 
Inches of new snow piled atop towering drifts still blocking 
hundreds of streets in the 7.5-million metropolitan area. 


AMC LOSES 8.4 MILLION IN 3 MONTHS 

AMERICAN MOTORS CORP. announced Wednesday it 
lost $8,459,917 during the first three months of its 1967 fiscal 
year. The amount compared with an AMC loss of $12.6 mil¬ 
lion during the entire previous 12 months. 

For the sixth straight quarter, the AMC board of direc¬ 
tors voted to pay no dividend. AMC also disclosed it will shut 
down its two car factories, located at Kenosha and Milwau¬ 
kee, Wis., for 10 days beginning Feb. 13. 


PANEL ‘INVITES’ POWELL TO TESTIFY 

A SPECIAL COMMITTEE studying whether Adam Clay¬ 
ton Powell should keep his seat in Congress has “invited” the 
Harlem Democrat to testify at a hearing on Feb. 8. Chair¬ 
man Emanuel Celler, (D-N.Y.) told Powell in a letter that 
he should come prepared to discuss his legal proplems in 
New York “and your alleged misconduct since Jan. 3. 1961,” 
the date Powell became chairman of the Education and Labor 
Committee. 

Powell has indicated he will testify. The committee plans 
to conduct an open hearing, but under House rules Powell has 
the right to insist that it be closed to the public.

POPE MAKES NEW VIET PEACE MOVE 

POPE PAUL VI has launched a new campaign for peace 
In Vietnam and personally has asked Soviet President Nikolai 
V. Podgorny for help, high Vatican sources said Wednesday. 

They said the pontiff appealed to Podgorny during their 
historic meeting Monday to help seek an extension of the 
coming four-day lunar new year cease-fire starting Feb. 9, 
Into a truce for Vietnam peace talks. There was no indica¬ 
tion of Podgorny’s response. He returned to Moscow Tues¬ 
day. 


ERRANT U.S. BOMBS KILL MARINE. INJURES 11 

A FIERY CRASH of a shot down C123 defoliation plane, 
possibly in Laos, and a pair of misdirected Marine bombs 
that blasted American troops dealt tragedy yesterday to 
U.S. attempts to stop the Communists in the northern reaches 
of South Vietnam. 

All five Americans aboard were killed when Communist 
gunners shot down the C123, one of three planes spreading 
defoliating chemicals along North Vietnamese Infiltration 
routes. 

The two fragmentation bombs dropped by a radar- 
guided U.S. Marine A6 Intruder jet were aimed at Viet Cong 
mortar position 75 miles south of Da Nang, but landed 
Instead amid a group of U.S. Marines. One Marine was killed 
and 11 others wounded. HELEN TURNBULL 


MAO FORCES CLAIM MAJOR VICTORIES 

FORCES LOYAL to Mao Tse-tung claimed major vic¬ 
tories Wednesday in Communist China s political upheaval, 
but Peking's troubles at home were overshadowed by a 
near break in relations with Russia. 

Peking wall posters said opposition to the Chinese Com¬ 
munist party chairman was collapsing in Sinkiang Province, 
where China’s nuclear tests are carried out. Japanese cor¬ 
respondents said Mao's foes in the Uigur autonomous region 
of Sinkiang had fled into the mountains. 

Informed sources In Moscow said the Soviet government 
will reduce its Peking embassy staff to skeleton size and 
ask the Chinese mission In the Soviet capital to cut its staff 
to similar size. 

KAZAN-KOMAREK APPEALS VERDICT TODAY 

VLADIMIR KAZAN-KOMAREK, Wellesley Hlls, Mass., 
travel agent, convicted of espionage yesterday in a Czech 
court and sentenced to eight years in prison, took the verdict 
without showing emotion, an American citizen who was in 
the courtroom said by telephone from Prague. Kazan-Koma- 
rek “never batted an eye when he heard the sentence," the 
Informant said. 

Kazan-Komarek’s attorney was expected to ask for a sus¬ 
pended sentence today. If granted by the special court, 
Kaaan-Komarek would be free to leave Czechoslovakia im¬ 
mediately. The defendant has been In jail for three months.

river and began his swim to 
the rescue. 

Buffeted by the swirling 
current, Smilg made the 50 
or more yards to the frantic 
scene. He grahed for the 
sinking Burke lad and found 
himself olultched by the 
struggling boy, now on the 
verge of panic. 

Smilg managed to calm the 
lad, instructing him how to 
hang on while he succeeded in 
making it to the shore. 

In the meantime, the boat 
containing the Weiss boy re¬ 
mained afloat. It was carried 
to the opposite river bank by 
the current where it was 
beached. The boy was assist¬ 
ed to the shore, safe and 
sound. 

Smillg, in recounting the 
incident, recalled that a num¬ 
ber of people, including men, 
lined the river banks during 
the entire rescue; no one made 
any move to assist him in his 
dangerous mission. 

The bronze medal was re¬ 
ceived from the Humane 
Society of the Common 
wealth of Massachusetts 
last week, along with the la¬ 
pel button.

New Law Will Attract 
Presidential Hopefuls 

At this time next year Mas¬ 
sachusetts will be starting to 
shape up as one of the political 
battlegrounds for the candi¬ 
dates noping to achieve the 
Republican Presidential nom¬ 
ination. 

It will be ranked along with 
such states as Oregon, Wiscon¬ 
sin and New Hampshire where 
the top Presidential contenders 
will campaign for public sup¬ 
port and convention delegate 
votes. 

This will be a new experi¬ 
ence for Bay State voters who 
in the pas . have been largely 
ignored and disregarded by 
the Presidential hopefuls. 

The reason for this change 
is that a revision in the law 
provides that the delegates to 
the Democratic and Republi¬ 
can national conventions must 
cast their votes for the candi¬ 
dates who finish first in the 
popularity poll. 

Ex-Representative Carl R. 
Johnson of Braintree was the 
sponsor of the new provision 
written into the pre-primary 
Presidential election laws, and 
it was a sound one. 

In the past the people of 
Massachusetts recorded their 
preferences among the Presi¬ 
dential candidates by writing 
their choices onto the ballot. 

Then the delegates went to 
a convention and voted as they 
pleased , all too often making 
their own private deals. 

The result was that fewer 
and fewer people bothered to 
go to the polls for the Presi¬ 
dential primaries because their 
votes didn’t mean anything. 

Instead of being meaning¬ 
less, the results of the Presi¬ 
dential popularity contests 
now will he binding upon the 
delegates who represent Mas¬ 
sachusetts at the two national 


This will cause the Presi¬ 
dential aspirants to come into 
the Bay State to campaign, and 
it should result in a far great¬ 
er turnout of voters, particu¬ 
larly since the spotlight of na¬ 
tional attention will be center¬ 
ed on this Commonwealth for 
a period. 

It always has seemed ridic¬ 
ulous that the top Presidential 
candidates stumped across 


new Hampshire which has only 
a handful of convention votes 
but usually stayed away from 
Massachusetts. 

But what could you expect 
under the circumstances when 
the delegates were free to 
wheel and deal and nothing 
was binding upon them? 

There was one year when 
John W. McCormack defeated 
Adlai Stevenson by a 3-2 mar¬ 
gin on the Presidential write- 
in votes. Many of the Massa¬ 
chusetts delegates didn’t even 
give McCormack a complimen¬ 
tary first-ballot vote as a favo¬ 
rite-son candidate. 

Another time the delegates 
to a Democratic national con¬ 
vention were publicly pledged 
to vote for James A. Farley. 
When they reached the site 
of the convention and found 
Franklin D. Roosevelt was a 
candidate for a third term, 
most of them disregarded their 
pledges and voted for FDR. 

That could not happen un¬ 
der the new law. 

An embarrassing situation 
could develop next year, of 
course, if President Johnson’s 
popularity should be at a low 
ebb and Senator Robert F. 
Kennedy polled a bigger write- 
in vote than did LBJ. 

In such an event the Massa¬ 
chusetts delegates would be le¬ 
gally bound to vote for Bobby 
Kennedy unless he released 
them. 

The new law may lessen 
Governor Volpe’s chances of 
getting the Vice Presidential 
spot on the Republican nation¬ 
al ticket but might improve 
his prospects of winding up 
with the GOP Presidential 
nomination. 

Under the old law a Gover¬ 
nor usually controlled most of 
his delegation’s convention 
votes and could swing them 
where he wished. 

But the day when a Massa¬ 
chusetts Governor could deliv¬ 
er the State’s convention votes 
to a candidate of his choice 
has now passed since the 
votes will be cast according to 
the dictates of the people. 

That probably will lessen 
Volpe’s strength as a Vice 
Presidential contender since be 
will have no votes to trade in 
return for consideration for 
second place on the Republican 
slate. 

However , it is by no means 
impossible that Volpe might be 


Head Start 
Program Gets 
Federal Grant 

The Office of Economic Op¬ 
portunity has notified Western 
Metropolitan Boston Regional 
Opportunity Council, I n c., 
whose offices are at 313 Wash¬ 
ington St., Newton, of the 
awarding of a full year Head 
Start grant amounting to ap¬ 
proximately $300,000 on a cal¬ 
endar year basis. 

The Head Start program for 
pre-school age children three 
to six years old will be con¬ 
ducted in Newton, Brookline, 
Waltham, Watertown and Ar¬ 
lington, the communities of 
the Western Regional Coun¬ 
cil. 

Wallace J. Fletcher of 351 
Otis St., Newtonville, presi¬ 
dent of Western Regional 
Council, points out that the 
award is the culmination of 
almost two years effort by 
the five communities. 

“The frustrating, hard and 
torturous task of regionaliza¬ 
tion has been completed, and 
Head Start is the first of a 
series of programs designed 
specifically for and by our 
communities,’* Fletcher ex¬ 
plained. 

The beginning date of Head 
Start will be announced as 
soon as minor adjustments 
are made and agreed to by 
the Office of Economic Op¬ 
portunity and the West Re¬ 
gional staff.

M en who hove been great in a true sense 
— in goodness of heart as well as in elevation 
of mind — have seldom been indifferent to 
the wrongs end unmoved by the suffering 
of the humble and defenseless, be he man 
or beast. Abraham Lincoln was no exception. 

During the years that he was growing to manhood he lived close to 
the pulsating heart of nature and amid the wild creatures that inhabit 
field and forest. He felt the mysterious kinship of aU that lived, and his 
love and compassion embraced the whole range of dumb creation. Com¬ 
mon to the backwoods and the frontier was the use of knife and gun, yet 
some of the finest anecdotes recall his respect for the rights and his pity 
for the plight of Sod’s lesser creatures. Carl Sandburg records that, as 
a child, Lincoln once shot one of a flock of wild turkeys flying near his log 
cabin, with the result that he ever afterwards recoiled from pulling the 
trigger on game birds. It was the same author who drew a tender and 
moving picture of him as "he sat on the main log and ate his noon dinner 
of corn bread and fried salt pork and joked with the gray squirrels that 
frisked and peeped at him from high forks of nearby walnut trees." 

There was at times in his reaction to the suffering of animals, a 
singular characteristic. Not infrequently he would pass by some dumb 
creature in need of succor — perhaps distraught or deeply absorbed 
with some engrossing thought. But somewhere in his subconscious mind 
the incident would not pass unnoted. Ultimately, pity stirred within him, 
became insistent in its demands for action, and he never failed in the 
end to turn back — howsofar he had travelled — on an errand of compas¬ 
sion and mercy. He once declared, "I care not much for a man’s religion 
whose dog and cat are not the better for it.” 

He was the Great Emancipator in the truest sense of the word, not 
only of human beings — both master and bondsman — from the debase¬ 
ment of involuntary servitude, but of the human spirit itself from its galling 
shackles of ignorance and injustice, intolerance and cruelty. Schopenhauer 
once wrote. "I know of no more beautiful prayer than that which the 
Hindus of old used in closing their public spectacles: it was ’May all that 
have Fife be delivered from suffering.’ M The whole vibration of Abraham 
Lincoln's spiritual being was attuned to such a sentiment.

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Mayor Favors 
Home Rule On 
Billboards 

Mayor Monte G. Basbas, 
appearing before the Joint ( 
Legislative Committee on Mer¬ 
cantile Affairs at the State 
House Tuesday, took a strong 
stand in favor of greater home 
rule over billboards erected a- 
long highways in cities in 
towns. 

He declared that the state's 
Outdoor Advertising Author¬ 
ity grants billboard permits 
without regard to local oppo¬ 
sition or to the character of 
the neighborhood where the 
billboard is placed. 

He supported one bill which 
would prohibit the Authority 
from granting permits for bill 
boards which violate local zon- 
ing or building codes. 

Basbas also backckd ano¬ 
ther bill which would require 
the Authority to obtain the ap¬ 
proval of cities and towns be¬ 
fore issuing permits for the 
erection of signs. 

In his statement to the leg-. 
islative committee, Basbas de j 
dared: “I don’t think this pro¬ 
posed legislation goes far 
enough, but I strongly sup¬ 
port and have urged the sup¬ 
port of our citizens of any 
bill which would uphold the 
effort of our cities and towns 
to maintain home rule”. 

The Mayor cited Newton’s 
recent strenuous effort before 
the Outdoor Advertising Auth¬ 
ority to clear out several bill¬ 
boards in Auburndale and | 
other villages, and requested 
that citizens of those villages ' 
take this opportunity to aid 
the city administration in its : 
struggle by contacting their 
senators and representatives.

Newton Court 
Releases 1966 
Crime Statistics 

Traffic violations prosecut¬ 
ed in Newton district court in 
1966 decreased more than 
1000 from the number re¬ 
corded in 1965, statistics re¬ 
leased by the court showed 
last week. 

In 1966 there were 3077 
traffic prosecutions as 
against 4096 in 1965. 

Crimes against persons, in¬ 
cluding assault and battery 
and robbery, rose in 1966 to 
76. compared to 59 for 1965 

Six cases of indecent as¬ 
sault were tried in court in 
1966, a substantial decrease 
from the 14 tried in 1965. 

In a second category, 
crimes against property, 51 
cases of breaking and enter¬ 
ing and larceny were heard 
in 1966, against 83 in 1965. 
Larcenies decreased slightly 
in 1966. Some 114 were tried 
that year, compared to 126 in 
1965. 

Cases of forgery, stolen 
cars and using motor vehi¬ 
cles without authority in¬ 
creased in 1966. Forgeries— 
perhaps an economic barom¬ 
eter—jumped to 30 in 1966 
against four for the preced¬ 
ing year. 

In a third category, against 
public justice and good order, 
a large number of traffic vi¬ 
olations, including operating 
under the influence of alco¬ 
hol, were tried, but 1966 s to¬ 
tal of 3467 was substantially 
decreased from the 4488 of 
the same type cases heard in 
1965. 

Cases of operating under 
l the influence and operating to 
endanger remained almost 
1 constant in both years with 
1 19 to-endanger cases tried in 
i 1965 to 22 for 1966. 

! Gaming cases increased 
| from two in 1965 to 21 in 1966. 
The number of drunk cases 
tried in court was an even 
300 in 1966, a decrease of 48 
from 1965.

Children's Hobby Project 
Needs Considerable Help 


Mrs. Malcolm Marshall of 
21 Waterston road. Newton, 
president of the Underwood 
PTA. finds there is need in 
the Underwood School area 
for providing wholesome ac¬ 
tivities to keep the minds and 
bodies of some 500 young¬ 
sters occupied. 

It became apparent in mid- 
November last year, that the 
increase in vandalism, bully¬ 
ing and generally tough be¬ 
haviour by the neighborhood 
children could no longer be 
ignored. The situation became 
apparent to the school prin¬ 
cipal, Henry H. Atkins, and 
he mentioned the matter to 
Mrs. Marshall, and asked 
her what she could suggest 
to do about it. 

It was decided to make it a 
PTA project, and it fell to 
Mrs. Marshall to become its 
prime mover. 

Instead of going to parents, 
she talked with children in 
the school’s third, fourth, 
fifth and sixth grades in an 
effort to discover what might 
interest them. 

The response, she says, was 
phenominal, if not fantastic. 
She found that every young¬ 
ster to whom she talked want¬ 
ed something to do with their 
time on Tuesday and Thurs¬ 
day afternoons and on Satur¬ 
day mornings. 

She led their thoughts to 
possible hobby clubs, each 
with a membership of no 
more than 10, and in the 
direction of field trips into the 


country for geological and 
archeological search, and to 
historic points of Boston. The 
girls were strong for instruc¬ 
tion in sewing, cooking and 
drama. The boys were keen 
on shop work, model making, 
carpentry and science ex¬ 
perimentation. 

Mrs. Marshall was en¬ 
couraged by the reaction 
shown by the youngsters, but 
she is finding it difficult to 
interest a sufficient number 
| of adults in helping her get 
the project off the ground. 

All agree that her idea has 
i tremendous potential, but in 
Mrs. Marshall’s opinion, 
more persons must be found 
who will give their time, and 
1 some financing to the pro- 
j ject. 

The Eliot Church congrega¬ 
tion has contributed the 
thought that their church 
school buildings were not be¬ 
ing used to capacity, and it 
may be that some of the 
hobby classes can use the 
space. 

However, the major prob¬ 
lem to date, in the opinion of 
Mrs. Marshall, has been to 
publicise the project in a 
manner that will reach poten¬ 
tial helpers. In an effort to 
cover the area, she asked 
The Graphic to help bring 
the matter to the attention of: 
a wider audience than -he 
one she was able to reach by 
means of a flier, and this 
newspaper is happy to do.

Most Veterans 
Benefits Are 
Not Taxable 

Virtually all veterans bene¬ 
fits are tax-free and need not 
be reported on income tax re¬ 
turns. William P. Connors of 
the Boston VA office noted re¬ 
cently in reply to calls from 
taxpayers. 

However, interest earned on 
deposit with the VA is not 
classed as a benefit, but 
earned income and must be 
reported on tax returns. Both 
proceeds of the GI policy and 
the dividends themselves are 
tax-free and need not be re¬ 
ported. Other VA benefits 
which are not taxable include: 

Education and training al¬ 
lowances; subsistence pay¬ 
ments to disabled veterans 
in vocational rehabilitation 
training; compensation and 
pension payments; grants to 
veterans for so-called “wheel¬ 
chair” homes and motor ve¬ 
hicles, and all benefits to fam¬ 
ilies of deceased veterans.

Wellesley Hospital, lecturer 
in Oral Pathology at Tufts 
Dental School, and a Fellow 
of the American College of 
Surgeons. 

His memberships include: 
the American Medical Asso¬ 
ciation, Society of Head and 
Neck Surgeons, Massachu¬ 
setts Medical Society, and 
Board of Directors of Mass- 
chusetts Medical Service 
(Blue Shield). 

Last year, under Dr. Gar- 
celon’s chairmanship of the 
Public Education Committee, 
the Massachusetts Division 
produced a $35,000 film on re¬ 
cent discoveries which may 
hold the key to the cancer 
problem. 

Entitled “Cracking the 
Code of Life", the film 
focuses chiefly on the DNA 
and RNA molecules and 
their relationship to the de¬ 
velopment of all living be¬ 
ings. 

Advances continue in this 
this area as earlier this week 
is was announced that sci¬ 
entists at the Roswell Park 
Memorial Institute in Buffalo 
had culminated 16 years of 
intensive research by determ¬ 
ining the extremely complex 
structure of the enzyme ribo- 
nuclease. 

Ribonuclease plays a key 
role in all living cells in that 
it breaks down ribonucleic 
acid, or RNA, whose task it 
is to carry a “blueprint” for 
manufacture of proteins by 
the cell. 

The Massachusetts film was 

produced in an effort to bring 
more knowledge about cancer 
to Bay State residents while 
inspiring more students to 
turn to research in the field 
of science. It is currently be¬ 
ing shown on request to ad¬ 
vanced high school biology 
classes throughout the state.

Fourth Community Lecture 
To Be Held On Wednesday 


The Community Lecture Se¬ 
ries on “The Negro In Amer¬ 
ican Society,” sponsored by 
twenty-four organizations in 
Newton and Roxbury, will 
hold the fourth lecture in the 
series on Wednesday evening, 
February 8. at 8:00 p.m., at 
the Campbell Junior High 
School, 77 Lawrence Avenue 
in Roxbury. 

Dr. Adelaide Hill, assistant 
professor of sociology and re¬ 
search in the African Studies 
Center at Boston University 
will lecture on "The Early 
Urbanization of the Negro." 
Her lecture will focus on the 
post reconstruction period up 
to the period of the “Black 
Renaissance" in the 1920’s. 

Dr. Hill is a native of Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. where she was 
educated in the public schools. 
In 1940, she earned a B.A. de¬ 
gree from Smith College, 
graduating as a member of 
Phi Beta Kappa. In 1952, she 
received a doctorate degree in 
Sociology from Radcliffe 
College. 

Since 1942 she has been a 
teacher of Sociology, includ¬ 
ing appointments at Hunter 
College in New York City, 
Smith College and Boston Uni¬ 
versity. For the last thirteen 
years. Dr. Hill has been large¬ 
ly interested in African af¬ 
fairs in Urban Centers and in 
African-Negro American rela¬ 


tions. She is co-editor with 
ing Anthology of Negro writ¬ 
ings on Africa to be published 
by Frank Cass of London in 
the spring 1967. 

The purpose of the Commu¬ 
nity Lecture Series is to pre¬ 
sent the true history of the 
Negro in America as a frame¬ 
work for understanding con¬ 
temporary events and to ex¬ 
pose persons from the Rox¬ 
bury and Newton communi¬ 
ties to Negro intellectuals who 
have made substantial contri¬ 
butions to American Society. 

The fifth and sixth lectures 
of the Series will be held in 
Newton, on March 8 and April 
5. at the Warren Junior High 
School. On March 8, Wyatt 
Tee Walker. President of Ed¬ 
ucational Heritage and for¬ 
mer chief aide to Dr. Martin 
Luther King, will lecture on 
“The Negro Church and So¬ 
cial Protest.” On April 5, 
Bayard Rustin, Executive Di¬ 
rector of the A. Philip Ran¬ 
dolph Institute, will lecture on 
“The Black Man’s Resistance 
to Oppression in America.”

The Division of Employ¬ 
ment Security Office located 
at 290 Centre street Newton 
Corner is recruiting for three 
types of training under the 
Manpower Development and 
Training Act. The First two 
courses are for men and the 
Clerk-Typist course will in¬ 
clude both men and women.

We do not, by any means, 
feel that everything is wrong 
with the school system, as 
many of its programs are 
superior; however, no sys¬ 
tem is perfect and if the 
school administration and 
school committee would work 
in better harmony with the 
parents most of whom are 
well informed, intelligent and 
educated, perhaps we could 
| have a “Near Utopia.” 

] Among the parents are many 
I educators and other pro¬ 
fessional people. 

1 No parent in Newton should 
I be told it is up to the edu¬ 
cators and ONLY the edu¬ 
cators to decide what is best 
for their children. Parents 
can contribute also. 

We all know' that experi¬ 
mentation in school systems 
is necessary to a certain ex¬ 
tent, but must not be done to 
extreme, unless permission is 
granted by each child's pa¬ 
rent. After all, educators may 
not be hurt by this practice 
but the future of a child can 
be badly damaged. 

If parents feel their children 
will profit from single ses¬ 
sion (and their vote proved 
this) then this vote should be 
one of the strong deciding 
factors in the decision to be 
made by the Newton School 
Committee in the near future. 
Apparently it is not the ad¬ 
ministration or the teachers 
who have the concern or wor¬ 
ry in bad weather - - - wet 
clothes all afternoon and 
their attendant health haz¬ 
ards, resultant illness iand 
lost school days, unnecessary 
accident exposure in lunch¬ 
time travel. 

It is also very important 
that when parents are pro¬ 
mised any open meeting by 
the School Committee that 
they be told exactly when 
said meeting will take place 
(two weeks notice at least 
and a proper announcement in 
the newspapers). Parents 
should be allowed to ask ques¬ 
tions and get answers immedi¬ 
ately when problems have 
current interest. It is the par¬ 
ents and citizens who are pay¬ 
ing the bills for the school 
system in Newton and these 
bills are substantial, so we 
feel we should be heard in 
regard to these matters. 

We certainly wish more 
people would attend school 
committee meetings so they 
could become familiar with 
what is going on in the city. 
Meetings are held the second 
and fourth Mondays of every 
month at 8:00 P.M. at the 
Stearns School off Water- 
town Street close to the Water- 
town line. We feel that the 
Newton School Committee 
would welcome ALL at the 
meetings. In this way the 
Committee would know that 
Newtonians are really inter¬ 
ested to learn more about 
school programs, and the atti¬ 
tude of the meetings might 
be expected to improve. 

Probably most important of 
all In split session versus sin¬ 
gle session is a point that we 
have not seen mentioned any¬ 
where. On Monday, Wednes¬ 
day, and Friday the child is 
academically overworked. On 
Tuesday and Thursday he is 
over - exercised in play. This 
problem must not be dodged. 
It should be faced and resolv¬ 
ed in a uniform program for 
the best learning and living 
habits of the child. In this 
area an outside evaluator, un¬ 
fettered by the Newton image, 
could be expected to speak 
most authoritatively. We had 
hoped that the study group 
would have addressed itself 
to this consideration which 
should override all others, i

LBJ SHARES POPE'S WISH FOR TRUCE EXTENSION 

PRESIDENT JOHNSON told Pope Paul VI he devoutly 
shares the Pontiff’s wish for a new year’s truce extension 
which “may open the way to negotiations” for peace In 
Vietnam. 

"The governments of the United States and the Republic 
of Vietnam together with others are devoting intensive 
efforts to this end,” Johnson said in a message replying to 
the Pope’s call for a truce extension. 

The President said, however, that he knew the Pope 
“would not expect us to reduce military action unless the 
other side is willing to do likewise. 

HOUSE PASSES $6 BILLION DEBT LIMIT BILL 

THE HOUSE approved and sent to the Senate a bill 
to raise the temporary national debt limit by $6 billion to 
$336 billion. Passage of the measure came on a roll call 
vote after the House had rejected, 261 to 155, an effort by 
Republicans to write in amendments they said would assure 
“truth in budgeting.” 

The Republicans had sought to win House approval to 
return the bill to the House Ways and Means Committee with 
orders to write in their proposed provisions. 

PENTHOUSE PATRONS IGNORED FIRE FATAL TO 25 

A MONTGOMERY, ALA. penthouse restaurant fire that 
cost 25 persons their lives apparently was ignored by patrons 
until It was too late, fire investigators reported. 

The blaze, possibly touched off by a cigarette in a 
cloakroom, raged through Dale's Restaurant Tuesday night, 
trapping about 40 persons and sending some of them leaping 
through plate glass windows onto a roof garden. 

5 ELDERLY WOMAN KILLED IN N.H. BLAZE 

FIRE RACED through a nursing home in the isolated 
northern New Hampshire community of North Stratford last 
night, killing five elderly persons. A state police spokesman 
said the Daigneault Nursing Home on Route 3 was "burned 
flat.” 

Victims were identified as Jennie Crawford, 95, Catherine 
LaRochelle, 68, and Ida Graham, 70, all of Groveton; and 
Elizabeth Henson, 93, Guildhall, Vt., and John Nilan, 76, 
of Stratford. 

$700 MILLION ASKED FOR POOR CHILDREN'S AID 

CONGRESS WAS ASKED by President Johnson to provide 
$700 million in new benefits for poor children. They ranged 
from expansion of the Head Start program to playground 
construction. 

Johnson submitted a 12-point program which he said 
was necessary to prevent current childhood disabilities from 
damaging the next generation. He proposed an attack on a 
wide front, including increased expenditures for health, educa¬ 
tion and recreation. 

DAVID McCALLUM’S WIFE GETS DIVORCE 

SCOTTISH ACTOR David McCallum, w r ho plays Ilya in 
“The Man From U.N.C.L.E.” television series, and his British- 
born wife, actress Jill Ireland, have been diverced in Santa 
Monica, Calif. 

Superior Judge Kurts Kauffman granted Miss Ireland an 
Interlocutory default divorce and custody of the couple’s 
three children, Paul, 8, Jason, 4, and Valentine, 3. Miss Ire¬ 
land testified that McCallum inflicted mental cruelty which 
caused her to break out in a rash. She claimed he told 
telephone callers she was not at home, intercepted her mail. 
Invited business friends to dinner and then failed to come 
home, and maintained a separate apartment during their 
marriage.

Peking Radio said demonsrations at the Soviet Embassy 
In Peking yesterday, Asia’s new year’s day, were “on a 
bigger scale than ever before.” Such rallies have occurred 
for 14 straight days and forced evacuation of many Russian 
diplomats and their families. 

OKINAWA FARMERS HALT MASS U.S. JUMP 

A CROWD of angry farmers squatted on an airport 
runway and forced the U. S. Air Force to call off a mass 
parachute jump on a small island off Okinawa, Japanese 
press dispatches said. 

The Kyodo news service said 300 farmers protested the 
exercise by the 313th Airborne Division on Iejima, northwest 
of Okinawa. Kyodo said previous air drop exercises had 
been held without incident. 

FIRE LEAVES TASMANIA’S COAST BLACK WASTE 

MILE UPON MILE OF Tasmania’s south coast lay in 
blackened, smoldering waste today from brushfires which 
left at least 47 persons dead and thousands homeless. 

Looters disguised as firefighters robbed many homes 
deserted by their owners as they fled the fires. Sixteen homes 
In West Hobard were completely stripped.

School Board

The criticism directed at the law-makers for the 
manner in which their pay raise bill was handled was 
picayune and largely unwarranted. 

There were virtually no complaints about the size 
of the raise. 

An imposing array of community, business and in¬ 
dustrial leaders favored a base pay of $10,000 a year 
for legislators. 

Their theory was that a good legislator earns 
$10,000 and that a law-maker who isn't worth that 
salary should be replaced by the voters of his district. 

Blasts have been levelled at the legislators this 
time for voting the raise only for two years of their 
present session instead of making it permanent. 

This means that the members of the Legislature 
will be obliged to vote the pay hike again in 1969.

Mayor Firm On Offer 
Of Raise For Nurses 


Mayor Monte G. Basbas 
stood firm yesterday on the 
dffer of a 10 per cent pay 
raise to Newton’s 18 public 
'health nurses despite an ulti¬ 
matum by the nurses that 
they will resign unless the 
recommendation by a state- 
appointed mediator is ap¬ 
proved. 

The nurses originally asked 
that their salaries be in¬ 
creased from the present 
$5115-$6015 range to $6500

after 20 years of service) 
and more liberalized sick 
leave privileges. 

Basbas also took exception 
to a finding by the mediator 
that the work of the public 
health nurses is comparable to 
that of the nurses at the New 
ton-Wellesley Hospital.

Editorial . . . 


The Draft Law 

The Selective Service Law expires next June 30. 
Before that date Congress must take some action if 
conscription is to continue. 

Within the next few weeks, President Johnson, 
who urged a change in the draft laws in his State of 
the Union message, is expected to make a series of 
recommendations to Congress. 

Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, the.senior senator from 
Massachusetts, has already called on the Congress to 
overhaul the Selective Service system. He has attacked 
the system for what he calls its uncertainty, unfairness 
and inflexibility which, he claims, has led ^to a “tragic 
loss of confidence ... around the country.” 

In a recent speech before the influential National 
Press Club in Washington, the Senator argued that the 
current system “lets 75 per cent of those wealthy 
enough or bright enough to go on to graduate school, 
escape military service completely.” 

He also said that the present system is one that 
allows professional athletes to join National Guard 
units “which neither train nor guard" and which per¬ 
mits local boards to apply widely different rules. 

The Senator was denounced in Washington by the 
president of the National Guard Association, Maj. Gen. 
James F. Cantwell, who branded his remarks as “inac¬ 
curate, uninformed and insulting.” 

But Sen. Kennedy refused to back down. He told 
the General he was making no criticism of the service 
the National Guard has performed, both in past and 
present crises. His only quarrel is “the fact that pro¬ 
fessional athletes have been given preferential treat¬ 
ment in assignment to both the Guard and other com¬ 
ponents of the reserve forces.” 

We applaud the Senator’s position and his coura¬ 
geous attempt to right what many people have felt to 
be a wrong. We feel something has to be wrong with 
a system which permits, for instance, little Johnny 
Jones to slog through the mud and slime and danger 
of the Mekong Delta lugging a heavy pack and gun, 
while hulking, six-foot-one Billy Smith slips and slides 
on the verdant turf of a stadium carrying an inflated 
football. 

As it was so aptly put at a recent public hearing 
in the State House: “If fullbacks, who should be car¬ 
rying full packs, can run the length of a football field, 
they can make it up the gangplank of a ship.” 

How would Sen. Kennedy change the Selective 
Service system? He outlined five specifics he said are 
needed: 

• Eliminate most of the present reasons for de¬ 
ferment—such as education, fatherhood and so-called 
“essential occupations.” 

• Further revise the system of mental and phy¬ 
sical qualifications. 

• Devise a system “which gives every eligible 
young man an equal chance to serve or be exempt.” 

• A Presidential order reversing the present policy 
of drafting the oldest eligibles first and, instead, look¬ 
ing first to the 18 and 19-year-olds. 

• Eliminating the system of assigning each state 
a monthly quota of draftees, in favor of a national 
system of selection. 

A report is due soon from a 20-member National 
Commission on Selective Service which was authorized 
last summer by President Johnson. 

We hope the Commission recommends meaningful 
changes in the law which will restore confidence once 
again and uphold the traditions of American fair play.

Newton PTA Council Opposes Bill 
Aimed At School Board Autonomy

TIE-TAC 
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Members of Newton Coun¬ 
cil of PTA’s unanimously 
voted opposition to House 
Bill 1190 which, if enacted, 
would repeal fiscal autonomy 
of school committees. 

“Such fiscal autonomy,” 
stated Legislative Chairman 
Joshua Guberman of 1066 
Walnut St., Newton High¬ 
lands, ‘‘has been essentially 
the law in Massachusetts 
since Colonial times and the 
foundation upon which the ed¬ 
ucational systems have con¬ 
sistently excelled.” 

Lincoln-Eliot School was 
host to the February meeting, 
inaugurating a new procedure 
for monthly meetings to bo 
held in various schools 
throughout the city. Co-Presi¬ 
dents Mr. and Mrs. Joseph 
Lewandowski and Principal 
Robert Jackson of Lincoln- 
Eliot headed a committee of 
parents and faculty serving 
as hosts. 

The Council also took a 
unanimous stand against par¬ 
ticular bills before the Legis¬ 
lature that would weaken the 
racial imbalance law. Spe¬ 
cifically mentioned were 
House Bills 188, 728, 729 and 
2162. 

Said Mr. Guberman, “While 
I recognize that the City of 
Newton does not have a prob¬ 
lem of racial imbalance in the 
sense in which that term is 
used in the statute, neverthe¬ 
less, I am of the opinion that 
we cannot in good conscience 
ignore this effort to have 
Mass, abandon any advances 
which it has made ... It 
would be tragic if the legis¬ 
lature of Mass, were now to 
enact legislation which could 
be interpreted as a retreat 
from the principles estab¬ 
lished in the racial imbalance 
law.” 

The Council, however, voted 
favorably, with reservations, 
relative to House Bills 2362 
and 2363, which deal with a 
Metropolitan solution for ra¬ 
cial imbalance, and the mem¬ 
bers voted in favor of the 
j creation of a legislative study 
of the feasibility of Metropol 
itan planning to solve prob-1 
lems of imbalance. 


tions of the Study Commit 
tee. 

Mr. Berman advised him of 
the formal vote taken by the 
School Committee assuring 
that they will give the Com¬ 
munity ample opportunity to 
express In public their views 
on the report. (It is expected 
the Special Committee Itself 
may make some recommenda¬ 
tions with respect to this, he 
added.) 

Also discussed briefly were 
legislative bills now pending 
which will correct inequities 
in distribution formula of 
sales tax monies to towns and 
cities for education. Also in¬ 
volved is restoration of pre¬ 
sales tax State appropria¬ 
tions. As Dr. Charles Brown. 
Supt. of Schools and member 
of the Council, pointed out, 
Newton’s pre-sales tax state 
monies for education were in 
the neighborhood of $770,000. 
Under the new provisions, 
last year’s Newton share, for 
education totalled only ap¬ 
proximately $400,000. Dr. 
Brown advised that informa¬ 
tion on all these bills is al¬ 
ways available at his office 
and is available to anyone In¬ 
terested. Further reports and 
possible action will be taken 
on these bills at subsequent 
meetings. 

Mr. Kaplan said that he 
had been informed that sev¬ 
eral members of the School 
Committee are willing to 
make themselves available to 
any discussion groups of par¬ 
ents interested in the long- 
range plans for the schools 
that were expressed in the 
June, 1966. issue of “Pat¬ 
terns.”

These and other innovations 

are part of a series of meas¬ 
ures designed to put into ef¬ 
fect the philosophy that to¬ 
day’s children will live in a 
changing world; and that 
these changes will force the 
children to make more de¬ 
cisions than their parents 
and grandparents had to 
make and also to evaluate 
much more information in 
making them. 

THE CONTRACT 

Children at the Meadow¬ 
brook School make out 
what they continue to call 
a “contract” every nine 
weeks. "Contract” is a 
term which was devised to 
express the commitment of 
those taking the so-called 
"Continuous Learning Pro¬ 
gram” during the years in 
which the Meadowbrook 
system was being formu¬ 
lated. At that time, the 
School was divided be¬ 
tween pupils who remained 
in a more traditional sys¬ 
tem and pupils who had in¬ 
itiated the present pattern 
of instruction. 

Some students at the Levi 
F. Warren Junior High School 
have started to fill in “con¬ 
tracts” since their school has 
partially adopted the nine- 
week system. And mean¬ 
while. at the Meadowbrook 
School, even though there is 
no longer any need to dis¬ 
tinguish a special commit¬ 
ment on the part of some 
students to perform the work 
required in the courses they 
have chosen, a tradition has 
grown up and students con¬ 
tinue to call their study plans 
“contracts”. 

In making up their con¬ 
tracts pupils do have guid¬ 
ance, although part of the 
spirit of Meadowbrook is 
that they should be allow¬ 
ed to do what they want in 
so far as is possible, espec¬ 
ially if they can give rea¬ 
sons for their decisions, but 
that they must learn that 
their decisions can bring 
consequences not always 
agreeable. 

“Part of the decision proc¬ 
ess is living with the decision 
once it has been made. Mak¬ 
ing a bad decision and stick¬ 
ing with it is as valuable as 
making the right decision to 
begin with”, was the conclu¬ 
sion at a recent meeting of 
a team of teachers. 

Students are instructed to 
discuss their course selection 
both with their house advisors 
and with their parents before 
signing up for their courses. 

One girl recalled a case 
where a house advisor point¬ 
ed out to her that a course 
she wanted to take was too 
easy for her; or a house ad¬ 
visor may direct a child 
toward a course that will 
strengthen basic skills, in¬ 
stead of a more advanced

literature course that may 
catch the student’s eye. 

Probably a more repre¬ 
sentative case, however, is 
that of a boy who reported 
that he bad never been pre¬ 
vented from taking what he 
wanted. He said that he 
had managed to guide him¬ 
self by the explanations 
given for each course at 
the end of the preceding 
term, when the children re- 
c e i v e explanations and 
brief mimeographed out¬ 
lines of the next term’s 
offerings. 

The suggestions given some¬ 
times include course requi¬ 
sites or an indication of skills 
necessary to do the work re¬ 
quired for a given course. 

For instance, among the 
English courses offered this 
term is one on Shakespeare’s 
"The Merchant of Venice”. 
The explanation stresses: 
"This course is for those stu¬ 
dents who have not had a 
course in Shakespeare be¬ 
fore.” and adds. "This unit 
is for pupils with good read¬ 
ing ability, preferably ninth 
and eight graders.” 

In the presentation con¬ 
cerning a social science 
course on the American 
Revolution it is stated: 
“We recommend that stu¬ 
dents not consider this 
course unless they have al¬ 
ready taken the unit on 
Colonial America”, and it 
is added that this unit is 
also intended for 8th and 
9th graders primarily. 

In another course on the 
Civil War, several ap¬ 
proaches were attempted to 
permit different levels of 
study: a seminar approach, 
a research method, and a 
more standard text method 
(with some source reading) 
were all planned. No pre¬ 
requisites were necessary for 
the Civil War course. 

The social science courses 
are designed to cut across 
the area of history, geogra¬ 
phy. economics and anthro¬ 
pology. Some social science 
courses are conceived in re¬ 
lation to English courses be¬ 
ing given at the same time. 

For example, students tak¬ 
ing the social science course 
on World War I this term 
are urged to take the English 
course which will study 
Erich Maria Remarque’s 
novel, “All Quiet on the 
Western Front”. 

Likewise, it is pointed out 
that students of Shake¬ 
speare will find the course 
in Elizabethan history 
helpful. One course, on pro¬ 
test literature, may be 
taken either as an English 
or as a social science 
course. 

Besides the monographic 
courses in English (“The 
Lord of the Flies”, “Iiiiad”, 
and so on) or in social studies 
(Africa, the Rise and Fall of 
the Third Reich and others), 
more basic courses are also 
offered (Geography I and II, 
English Structure I and II). 

Science courses (Meadow¬ 
brook has units in Chemistry, 
Biology, Physics, Earth Sci¬ 
ences, Astronomy) may also 
be approached monographic- 
ally (the cell, the sense or¬ 
gans). 

Mathematics and foreign 
languages, however, are 
typical examples of courses 
that are given in a fairly 
rigid sequence, as they 
have been traditionally. 
Foreign languages offered 
are Latin, French and Span¬ 
ish. 

Courses are given in basic 
mathematics, preparation for 
algebra, modern algebra and 
according to the systems 
known as the School Mathe¬ 
matics Study Group and the 
Illinois Mathematics. 

One math teacher remark¬ 
ed when questioned, that the 
ordered character of the con¬ 


tent of his courses, would re¬ 
quire that he make a child 
repeat a math course which 
he or she has not mastered. 

Despite the great amount 
of choice given in selecting 
all courses in Meadow¬ 
brook, some courses are 
called “electives”. These 
courses—in areas such as 
physical education, music, 
art, home economics, in¬ 
dustrial arts and typing- 
meet twice a week for an 
hour and students take one 
or two each term. 

They must distribute their 
choices over the electives to 
a certain extent so as to take 
something of everything dur¬ 
ing their three years of jun¬ 
ior high school. 

In the major subjects, or 
perhaps “academic subjects” 
would be a better way of 
describing them, the students 
attend two 45-minute and two 
30-minute periods a week for 
a total of two-and-one half 
hours of classroom time. 
They are supposed to take 
a total of three courses in 
English and social studies 
each term, one course in 
mathematics and one in 
science. They generally 
take a foreign language, 
and some take two. 

Thus the total load for each 
Meadowbrook student each 
term is about seven or eight 
units counting electives. 

UNSCHEDULED TIME 

The scheduling of such var¬ 
ied time blocks is compli¬ 
cated. and this has led Mead¬ 
owbrook to another innova¬ 
tion, the abolition of bells. 
With overlapping classes 
bells would be a constant dis¬ 
traction. 

Scheduling is helped by 
data processing. The chil¬ 
dren learn to use IBM cards 
from the start, thereby enter¬ 
ing into another facet of con¬ 
temporary life. 

Mea-dow brook Principal 
Bettina King confesses that 
she looks upon Newton Jun¬ 
ior College’s IBM machine 
as almost a person. "I 
don’t know what we would 
do without data - process¬ 
ing””, she says. 

The IBM machine in par¬ 
ticular acts as a quiet and 
efficient truant officer in 
making sure that everyone 
uses his unscheduled time 
correctly. 

Unscheduled time is an 
hour a day which pupils can 
use for whatever they need 
most. They may go to any 
of the subject centers in 
math, English, social sci¬ 
ence, languages or science. 
Or they may ask to see a 
specific teacher. They may 
also request use of the lan¬ 
guage laboratory, or the li¬ 
brary or audio - visual ma¬ 
terial if they are working on 
a project. 

The youngsters pull their 
IBM cards each day and in¬ 
dicate how' they wish to 
spend their free time the fol¬ 
lowing day. The IBM ma¬ 
chine processes the data and 
sends back lists to each sub¬ 
ject center and to each teach¬ 
er so they will know whom 
to expect. Other lists are 
sent to each house advisor so 
he will know where all his 
advisees are. 

A number of factors may 
influence a decision to ask 
for a given center or teach¬ 
er. Teachers can call pu¬ 
pils to talk with them. In 
fact, they try to give ex¬ 
aminations during unsched¬ 
uled time so they can de¬ 
vote as much class time as 
possible to teaching. 

A pupil may simply need 
help with a mathematics 
problem, a translation, or a 
composition. The possibility 
of solving these difficulties 
which often are of interest to 
only one pupil in unsched¬ 
uled time, is another factor 
that permits teachers to get

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the elderly. The square foot¬ 
age at the Auhiirndale site 
totals more than 102,000, 
but tin* Newton Housing Au¬ 
thority paid only 896.117. 

Earlier, the local Housing 
Authority spent $6600 for site 
planning at the Auburndale 
car barn. However. Mayor 
Monte G. Basbas ruled out 
that area because it was felt 
it was too far from stores and 
churches to make it practical, 
and that the car barn area 
was valuable taxable property 
for future private develop¬ 
ment. 

Warren A. Sutherland, a 
member of the Finance Com¬ 
mittee, pointed out that al¬ 
though property in Auburn- 
dale Is perhaps worth $2 a 
square foot, the city Is for¬ 
tunate to he getting $1 a 
foot, as some cities get no 
money for the land used by 
their housing authorities. 

He added that there are over 
100 valid applications for 
housing for the elderly in 
Newton, many from the Au¬ 
burndale area. 

He said that with the ap¬ 
proval of the hoard, the Hous¬ 
ing Authority can go ahead 
with plans and architectural 
sketches without the immedi¬ 
ate demolition of the present 
structures. 

A motion to postpone action 
was defeated when it was ar¬ 
gued by Aldermen William M. 
Glovsky and William E. Hop¬ 
kins that the housing units 
are needed. 

the maximum effectiveness 
out of classroom time. 

In some courses, like one 
primarily designed for sev¬ 
enth graders on Africa, many 
films are viewed. These, too. 
are usually reserved for un¬ 
scheduled time instead of be¬ 
ing shown in the classroom. 
The pupils can see them in 
the audio-visual department 
under the vigilance of Mr. 
Alfred A. Perrault as they 
need them. 

In the description of a 
course on Shakespeare’s 
the “Merchant of Venice.” 
designed for those who 
have read nothing of the 
great playwright previous¬ 
ly. it is announced that I 
pupils should plan to re¬ 
port for help in unsched¬ 
uled time at least once a 
week. In this course, re- ' 
cords of the play and film 
strips on Shakespeare’s life 
and the Globe theatre are i 
employed. 

Pupils also may resort to 
listening to tapes of native 1 
speakers in the language lab¬ 
oratory and then recording 
their own attempts to speak 
the language. They are able 
to replay back the tapes and 
compare them. 

(Ed. note: (The Meadow¬ 
brook Junior High School 
recently was described as 
one of the nation’s most

Board Backs 
Income Tax 
Share Plan 

Newton would receive $900.- 
000 under the terms of a 
‘ Share the Income Tax’’ plan 
urged by the National Asso¬ 
ciation of Mayors, it was re¬ 
vealed to the Board of Aider- 
men Monday night. 

The Aldermen voted unani¬ 
mously to adopt a resolution 
supporting Mayor Monte G. 
Basbas in his desire to go 
along with other members of 
the National Association of 
Mayors in seeking “an auto¬ 
matic return to local commu¬ 
nities of a certain portion of 
Federal Income taxes for use 
by individual city govern¬ 
ments in a manner they deem 
best.” 

The “Share the Income 
Tax” plan would be somewhat 
similar to the annual distrib¬ 
ution to cities and towns of 
state Income and corporation 
tax monies. 

Under the plan, the return 
to a city would be at the rate 
of $10 per person. Thus. New¬ 
ton with its population of 
some 90,000 persons would 
receive approximately $900,- 
000 . 

Alderman Melvin J. Dangel 
presented the resolution.

The Massachusetts Nurses 
Association. representatives 
of the Newton Public Health 
Nurses, has accepted the 
Fact Finding decision hand¬ 
ed down on February 1 by 
William J. Fallon, Esq., who 
was appointed by the State 
Board of Conciliation and Ar¬ 
bitration to help break the 
deadlock in negotiations be¬ 
tween the M.N.A. and the 
City of Newton. 

Mrs. Susan Levin, assist¬ 
ant director of M.N.A., stat¬ 
ed that “Although the deci¬ 
sion still leaves the Newton 
Public Health Nurses at a 
lower rate of salary than pub¬ 
lic health nurses employed 
by the city of Boston or 
Springfield, it is the general 
policy of the M.N.A. to ac¬ 
cept the Fact Finder’s deci¬ 
sion. We expect that the city 
of Newton will comply w’ith 
the decision.” 

In his decision, arbitrator 
William J. Fallon states that 
“On the basis of the Associa¬ 
tion’s presentation in this 
case, a reasonable person 
should be persuaded that a 
substantial wage inequity ex¬ 
ists for Public Health Nurses 
in Newton.” 

He also stated that “The 
City is not only justified, but 
it has a moral obligation to 
correct the existing wage in¬ 


equity for Public Health 
Nurses.” 

The Fact Finder also point¬ 
ed out that the Newton-Wel- 
lesley Hospital and the New¬ 
ton Visiting Nurse Associa¬ 
tion have higher starting 
rates for Registered Nurses 
than the Newton Public 
Health Nurses receive.

Zone Chanqe 
For Oak Hill 
Is Protested 

A vigorous disapproval by 

nearly 100 Oak Hill District 
residents was expressed last 
week at a request for a zone 
change near the New Eng¬ 
land Peabody Home for Crip¬ 
pled Children. 

The request was made to 
change a single residence 
district to a district that 
would allow garden type 
apartments to be construct¬ 
ed. 

The meeting was held by 

the Oak Hill District Improve¬ 
ment Association Board of 
Directors to permit residents 
to hear a presentation to 
change the zoning. 

It was held Wednesday, 
February 1. at 30 Jacobs 
Terr., Newton Centre, home 
of Mr. and Mrs. Lloyd J. Wil¬ 
liams. 

Seeking the change in zon¬ 
ing and a vote of approval 
by the Improvement Asso¬ 
ciation was the Old Farm 
Realty Trust Co. owned by 
Alvin Slotnick, Waban, and 
Murray J. Sloane of Boston. 

The presentation made to 
the OHIDA directors and in¬ 
terested residents featured, 
architects renderings, and 
numerous sketches and scale 
prints. The presentation was 
made by Haskell C. Freed¬ 
man and his associate Ru¬ 
dolph Kass. 

Following the open meeting 
the OHIDA directors voted 
unanimously to oppose the 
changing of the zoning regu¬ 
lations. 

The consensus of the citi¬ 
zens at the meeting was 
also unanimously opposed 
to changing the zoning. Not 
one of the area residents 
at the meeting supported 
the change. 

The site in question is lo¬ 
cated directly in front of the 
Peabody Home at the foot of 
the hill fronting on Dedham 
St. It is opposite the fire sta¬ 
tion and at the corner of 
Dedham and Brookline 
Streets. 

At present the site is zoned 
for single family houses and 
nine homes can be accommo¬ 
dated on the location. 

The proposal, which will go 
before Newton’s aldermen at 
a public hearing in City Hall 
Monday evening. February 
13, is asking to construct four 
separate buildings with three 
levels each. A total of 31 
“houses" would be in the 
four units. The “houses” 
would not be individually 
owned. Old Farm Realty 
Trust would be the owner. A 
total of 31 garages would be 
included. 

The developers are also 
proposing a 30’ wide drive¬ 
way running in front of all 

four buildings parallel to 
Dedham St. There would be 
one entrance and one exit 
to Dedham St., they said, 
which would tend to control 
traffic and help eliminate 
congestion in the area. 

Mr. Freedman, speaking 
for the company, said the 
multiple units would produce 
more tax revenue for the 
city. Another spokesman 
pointed out that neither the 
nine single units as now al¬ 
lowed or the multiple units 
would change the tax rate a 
dollar either way. 

The subdivision of the Pea¬ 
body Home land was ap¬ 
proved by the Newton Plan¬ 
ning Board in 1963. It calls 
for a total of 53 single homes, 
many of which have now 
been built. The remaining 
parcel of land now in ques¬ 
tion allows for nine single 
houses.

Fishman Urges 
Permanent Hike 
For Law-Makers 

Representative Irving Fish¬ 
man of Newton was among 
a group of House members 
who sought to have the legis¬ 
lative pay raise made per¬ 
manent instead of voting it 
for a two-year period.

IRS Director Has Tax 
Hints It Will Fav To Heed 


Advice that will pay per¬ 
sons making income tax re¬ 
turns has been issued by Wil¬ 
liam E. Williams, Internal 
Revenue Service district direc¬ 
tor for Massachusetts. 

In it he gives a reminder 
that a missing W-2 form was 
a major reason why thou¬ 
sands of taxpayers were late 
in receiving refunds last year. 
“A missing W-2 will hold up 
a refund just as a missing sig 
nature or Social Security num¬ 
ber will,” he says, and adds 
that taxpayers who held more 
than one job last year should 
be sure to enclose a W-2 for 
each job. 

For married couples, the 
district director has this to 
say: 

“The use of the wrong tax 
table or schedule changed the 
liability of many Massachu¬ 
setts taxpayers last year. 

“The problem arises, for in¬ 
stance, when a married couple 


filing separate returns use the 
tax table or schedule for mar¬ 
ried couples filing jointly in 
figuring their tax liability. 
This mistake would give them 
a lower liability than they ac¬ 
tually should have. The result 
for the taxpayers making this 
mistake was either a lower 
refund than they expected or 
a bill for additional tax.” 

Williams said a similar mis¬ 
take could occur when the ta¬ 
ble or schedule for married 
couples filing separately was 
used to figure the tax on a 
joint return. In that case the 
couple would pay more than 
they should and would get a 
refund when IRS discovered 
the error. 

To avoid errors of this sort, 
Williams advised Massachu¬ 
setts taxpayers to read the in¬ 
trusions carefully. It is also 
a good idea to check the re¬ 
turn over again before sending 
it in, he said.

It hsd just begun to snow 
and the Department's sanders 
were sent out Immediately to 
begin work on the city’s main 
arteries, bridge approaches 
and traffic areas. 

The snow came down so 
fast — three-quarters of an 
inch an hour—that 80 plows 
were sent Into action at 
10 a.m. 

As the storm increased in 
fury, Bolduc sent out a call 
for more equipment and by 
11:30 a.m. 170 plows were in 
action all over the city. 

While the blizzard raged, 
the plows concentrated on 
,iust keeping the roads open. 
As it waned, they began to 
widen thoroughfares, and 
after it stopped, they be¬ 
gan the job of "cleaning 
up.” The clean-up job con¬ 
tinued today. 

Surprisingly, the Depart¬ 
ment didn't have too much 
trouble with abandoned or il¬ 
legally parked autos. Police 
reported they had to tow only 
18 or 19 cars that were im¬ 
peding plows. 

Bolduc said that car own¬ 
ers in residential areas coop¬ 
erated well, too, with not very 
many people parking their 
cars with the rear ends stick¬ 
ing into the gutter. He said 
because of the cooperation, 
plow drivers were able to do 
a good Job widening the 
streets. 

The storm surprised School 
Department officials with its 
intensity and elementary 
school pupils were sent home 
at 11:20 a.m. Tuesday. The 
high schools and junior high 
schools were let out an hour 
later. 

Naturally, all evening class¬ 
es at the schools and at the 
junior college were cancelled. 

Business and industrial 
firms followed the example 
of the schools and sent their 
workers home early, as did 
municipal departments. 

Only the work force fight¬ 
ing the storm, policemen, fire¬ 
men and those persons needed 
for vital public services con 
tinued "out." 

Police said no emergencies 
arose during the storm. "We 
didn’t even have any calls to 
rush an expectant mother to 
the hospital,” they said. "Usu¬ 
ally, you know, that's just the 
time babies pick to arrive. But 
we were lucky Tuesday." 

The Street Department's 
main work force toiled all day 
and until 6:30 a.m. Wednes¬ 
day before they called it quits 
on the streets. Then began 
the task of cleaning up the 
business areas and the plow¬ 
ing of sidewalks and parking 
ways. The snow removal 
gangs were expected to be 
kept busy until the end of the 
week taking the snow away 
and dumping it in four areas 
—at the Beacon st. dump, the 
Pine st. dump in West New¬ 
ton, in back of Newton Centre 
and into the Charles River at 
Bridge st. 

It won’t be known for sev¬ 
eral days just how much the 
battle against the storm cost 
the city. It is expected to be 
high because of the overtime 
and the extra cost of hiring 
additional equipment. 

But whatever the cost, most 
Newtonites recognize it is 
worth it for a job well done.

It will help finance a two- 
stage program of major ex¬ 
pansion and renovation at 
tile community hospital, the 
newest formal teaching affil¬ 
iate of Tufts University 
School of Medicine. 
Substantially altering the 
shape and dimension of the 
physical plant, the program 
will take more than three 
years to complete. 

A bequest of $68,000, given 
to the Newton-Wellesley Hos¬ 
pital Aid Association and fur¬ 
nished by that group to the 
hospital's fund raising effort, 
moved the drive to its goal. 

“We are grateful to near¬ 
ly 2,000 volunteer solicitors 
who served diligently in be¬ 
half of their hospital. We 
are grateful as well for more j 
than 10.000 gifts provided 
by citizens, businesses and 
others. Together, they have 
permitted the hospital to 
undertake an essential ex¬ 
pansion, the largest In its 
85 years of community 
service,’’ Mr. Farley said. 
Trustees of the general hos¬ 
pital, meeting during the past 
week, learned the good news 
about the drive’s conclusion. 
They also voted to authorize 
the hospital's Board of Gov¬ 
ernors to have the architect 
complete final detailed draw¬ 
ings, to accept bids, to borrow 
such funds as are needed, to 
apply for grant assistance, 
and to otherwise undertake 
and complete the total pro¬ 
gram of construction and ren¬ 
ovation.

completed a semester at 
Northeastern University. 

In addition to his parents, 
he leaves four brothers, 
William and Joseph, all of 
North Easton, and a sister, 
4, also of North Easton.

Final plans are expected to 
be completed and ready for 
bids by summer, Mr. Farley 
indicated. Architects are Rit¬ 
chie Associates of Boston. 

The first phase will involve 
construction of a new wing, to 
be located at the front of the 
existing hospital in Newton 
Lower Falls and facing Wash¬ 
ington Street (Route 16). 

Approximately one-half 
the size of the present hos¬ 
pital building, the wing will 
gather Into a more effective 
and efficient grouping the 
major diagnostic and treat¬ 
ment departments of the 
hospital. 

An entire surgical suite and 
recovery rooms are planned 
for the second floor of the ad¬ 
dition. In space adjacent to 
the new surgical department, 
a new and larger intense care 
unit and cardiac care station 
will be established. Both de¬ 
partments will move from 
areas in the existing hospital 
built in 1928. 

Plans call for new construc¬ 
tion on the main floor to house 
a radiology department, an ex¬ 
tensive array of clinics, physi¬ 
cal therapy department and 
laboratories of pathology, in 
addition to patient and visitor 
reception service areas. 

Each department to be 
moved from the existing 
hospital Into the new con¬ 
struction will occupy quar¬ 
ters more spacious than at 
present. The new location 
will correct current prob¬ 
lems of crowding and ob¬ 
solescence. They also will 
permit the departments to 
function better one with an¬ 
other, in the total process of 
patient diagnosis and treat¬ 
ment, Mr. Farley indicated. 

Two upper floors of the new 
wing are expected to provide 
space for approximately 70 ad¬ 
ditional medical-surgical beds. 
Plans will permit the addition 
of two more floors atop the 
new wing, in the event added 
beds are needed in the future. 

New In the planning is shel¬ 
tered parking beneath the ad¬ 
dition to the hospital, neces¬ 
sary because the wing will 
rise in the present main park¬ 
ing lot. Covered space be¬ 
neath the new building will 
compensate for parking spac¬ 
es otherwise lost. 

Completion of the new wing 
will require two years after 
ground breaking, Mr. Farley 
estimated. When accomplish¬ 
ed, alterations and the relo¬ 
cation of departments within 
the present hospital will be¬ 
gin. 

That stage, taking about 
a year and in some instanc¬ 
es going hand In hand with 
the construction of the new 
wing, will result in further 
changes. 

The children’s department 

will be re-located and will be 
more compact, reflecting a 
generally shorter stay and a 
generally lower hospital usage 
by children, thanks to modern 
medical advances, he ex¬ 
plained. 

Much of the same kind of 
re organization will take place 
within the hospital's mater¬ 
nity department. Other altera¬ 
tions and renovations will in¬ 
volve business offices and de¬ 
partments such as the phar¬ 
macy, central supply and psy¬ 
chiatry. 

Completion of the total proj¬ 
ect will move capacity of the 
fully-accredited hospital to 
nearly 350-beds, relieving a 
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| current shortage of medical- 
i surgical accommodations at 
I 250-bed hospital. 

“In authorizing the mo¬ 
mentous program, trustees 
of the hospital have en¬ 
dorsed the concept of build¬ 
ing to meet future health 
care needs as well as to pro- 
vide a hospital reflecting 
changing patterns of health 
care. We know medical prog¬ 
ress will go on. We know 
demands for service will 
rise. We want a hospital ca¬ 
pable of bringing the best 
care to people, in a setting 
designed for the practice of 
medicine In the future,” 
Mr. Farley commented. 

Ml-. Farley commended the 
Hospital Aid Association for 
helping make the public sub¬ 
scription drive a success. Ear¬ 
lier, the 2,000-member Associa 
tion had been named benefi¬ 
ciary of a $58,000 bequest, 
from the estate of the late 


Mrs. Mary A. Foster of 
Wellesley. In tendering the be¬ 
quest to the hospital’s expan¬ 
sion drive, the Aid Association 
expressed a wish that it pro¬ 
vide an appropriate memorial 
to Mrs. Foster, in a patient 
service area of the new wing. 

The Aid Association gift, 
combined with gifts received 
from the annual December 
appeal of the hospital, pushed 
the drive to the goal. 

President Farley also laud¬ 
ed two men who were respon¬ 
sible for the ultimate fund 
raising success. 

One Is Bernard D. Grossman 
of West Newton, general 
chairman of the drive. A 
trustee of the hospital and ac¬ 
tive in civic affairs, he is the 
treasurer of L. Grossman and 
Sons, Inc. 

The second is the late 
George L. White of Newton, 
president of the hospital’s 
board of Trustees from 1962 


until his death in 1965. He 
was president of the New- 
ton-Walt ham Bank and 
Trust Company until he re¬ 
tired in 1964. 

Mr. Farley indicated it is 

too soon to have precise in¬ 
formation about the hospital s 
present eligibility for federal 
funds and about the exact 
cost of the construction and 
renovation program. Both will 
be determined when a archi 
tectural drawings are com¬ 
pleted and bids are received. 

When the hospital kicked off 
its public subscription pro¬ 
gram in 1965, it was eligible 
for federal assistance funds. 
Plans will have to he re-sub¬ 
mitted in 1967 to determine 
its present eligibility for 
funds, Mr. Farley noted. 

The hospital will continue 
to look for philanthropy, 
grants and assistance from 


other sources to help in the 
expansion program and in 
its various long range capi¬ 
tal programs. 

“T h e trustee-management 

team, the medical staff, com¬ 
munity leaders and hospital 
department heads have been 
closely Involved in the prelim¬ 
inary planning. We know what 
must be built in answer to 
documented needs and to up¬ 
date the hospital. We know 
where we must build. Com¬ 
pletion of the detailed draw- 
ings and their submission to 
contractors for bidding will 
better tell us when we can 
start building,” Mr. Farley 
said. 

Newton-Wellesley HospitaJ 
was founded in 1881 and is ob¬ 
serving the 85th year of its 
establishment and the 80th 
year since the admission of 
the first patient.

Compensation 
And Pension Are 
Not The Same 

The words “compensation” 
and "pension”, as used by the 
Veterans Admiinistration to 
describe monthly payments 
to veterans for their depen¬ 
dents, are not synonymous, 
William F. Connors, manager 
of the Boston VA office, ad¬ 
vised today. 

Connors explained that 
“compensation” is payment 
made because of a service- 
connected disability; that is, 
the disease, injury or death 
for which the payments are 
being made either originated 
or was aggravated in active 
military service. There is a 
difference in the rate of com¬ 
pensation for wartime and for 
peacetime service. The finan¬ 
cial condition of the recipient 
is not taken into considera¬ 
tion. 

“Pension”, on the other 
hand, is paid on a basis of 
need for disabilities or death 
due to nonservice-connected 
causes. The income of the re¬ 
cipient has a direct bearing 
on whether or not the pension 
is payable and on the amount 
of payment.

“The plan of survey seems 
to lack a truly comprehen¬ 
sive basis for analyzing the 
needs of the watershed. The 
extensive use of existing sta¬ 
tistical data and the develop¬ 
ment of only minimal new 
data will tend to restate the 
general scope of problems 
often articulated by local 
communities. This study rep¬ 
resents a singular opportun¬ 
ity to prepare a comprehen¬ 
sive analysis, plan and pro¬ 
gram for watershed develop¬ 
ment. To undertake this study 
from a limited base and with 
a limited scope seems an in¬ 
efficient investment of effort. 
A truly comprehensive study 
must inventory all existing 
data, develop new data, de¬ 
fine needs, establish goals 
and outline programs consist¬ 
ent with a rational appraisal 
of ability to achieve them. 

“I am concerned that lit¬ 
tle or no cognizance was giv¬ 
en to the correlation of com¬ 
munity comprehensive or 
master plans or other studies 
where they relate to effec¬ 
tive. imaginative watershed 
planning. I hope that the 
land use and other recom¬ 
mendations of our reports 
V such as: “General Plan. 
1965; u “Community Renewal 
Program;” “Open Space 
Analysis;” “1966-1971 Capi¬ 
tal Improvement Program;” 
and other recommendations 
of opr Public Works and 
Planning Departments will 
be included in your inventory 
surveys. 

“I am also concerned that 
the plans of neighboring com¬ 
munities with whom we share 
the Charles River are simi¬ 
larly catalogued and coordi¬ 
nated. 

“I feel that the Corps’ sur¬ 
vey should provide for the 
presentation of ‘interim’ or 
‘phased’ recommendations 
for the use of individual com¬ 
munities during the course 
of the study. The natural in¬ 
clination of the community 
decision making process is 
to withhold judgment pend¬ 
ing the release of study data. 

“Obviously, such decisions 
cannbt await a five-year 
study, while at the same time 
information vital to the pro¬ 
cess might be forthcoming 
from the Corps’ study. A 
procedure should be estab¬ 
lished by which communities 
can receive this interim sur¬ 
vey information for their use 
in reaching decisions requir¬ 
ing immediate answers. 

“The availability of study 
data in a central ‘clearing 
house’ would also seem to 
be a most useful by-product 
of the Corps’ survey, and 
could be a desirable follow¬ 
up of the ‘interim report’ 
concept. 

“Finally, most of the spe¬ 
cific planning, public works, 
recreation, land and water 
use projects affecting the wa¬ 
tershed in the City of Newton 
have been detailed by the 
City, the Metropolitan Dis¬ 
trict Commission, Metropoli¬ 
tan Area Planning Council or 
other official agencies, and 
presumably will have been 
placed in the public record 
or incorporated in the Corps’ 
study.

Speaker Here Points Out 
Area Of Fear For Whites 


Newton To Hove Display On 
Boston M inter test Program 


A Boston Negro community 
leader, mother of five, 
warned a West Newton con¬ 
gregation Sunday, Feb. 5, 
that they had more to fear 
from white people in urban 
and suburban communities 
than from the “Black Pow¬ 
er” movement. 

“The bigotry, prejudice, ig¬ 
norance in South Boston. Mat- 
tapan. West Roxbury and the 
Cicero's of America have to 
be dealt with swiftly. That is 
a job for white Americans,” 
Mrs. Ellen Jackson said at 
the First Unitarian Society in 
Newton. 

Founder and chairman of 
Boston’s “Operation Exodus” 
program of busing school 
children to less - crowded 
schools, Mrs. Jackson spoke 
on “The Frontiers of Concert¬ 
ed Black - White Power” as 
a lay person during a shared 
pulpit program. 

She pointed out that it is 
the products of white com¬ 
munities who are perpetuat¬ 
ing the social climate that 
works against change and 
against progress. 


is away from dependency cn 
the white conscience. 

“This country is entering a 
second period of betrayal j 
that will come with federal 
cutbacks in anti-poverty and 1 
is best symbolized by the 
election of Ronald Reagan in 
California, Lester Maddox in 
Georgia, and the defeat ofi 
the Civilian Review Board in I 
New York. 

“As a people today, Ne¬ 
groes are perhaps wiser and 
more cynical than we were 
50 years ago. So we are act¬ 
ing more swiftly to this new 
betrayal. We are joining forc¬ 
es with others of our kind in 
a movement of national scope 
that is, at its roots, national¬ 
istic, to concert our strength 
and protect ourselves,” the 
Roxbury mother said. 

Concerning “Operation Ex¬ 
odus,” Mrs. Jackson said I

$125,000 and that its busing 
program is being overshad¬ 
owed by new' programs. 

“We will begin to exert 
power to bring about educa¬ 
tional change right within 
our own community and in

New Construction 
On Rise In City 

More permits for new 
dwellings were issued in New¬ 
ton in 1966 than in 1965 but 
total real estate activity was 
quieter as the number of 
deeds registered fell about 10 
per cent. 

According to figures releas¬ 
ed by the First Federal Sav¬ 
ings and Loan Association, 
345 construction permits were 
granted in 1966 as compared 
to 326 in 1965. Only three per¬ 
mits for new dwelling units 
were issued last December, as 
compared to eight in Decem¬ 
ber of 1965. 

The number of deeds regis¬ 
tered in 1966 fell to 1028 from 
1130 recorded the previous 
year.

“Carelessness Or Design 
Cause of High School Fire 


A small fire in Newton high 
school last week was caused 
by “carelessness or design, 
and was in no way due to 
faulty wiring or other caus*- 
es,” it was reported to May¬ 
or Monte G. Basbas after a 
thorough investigation. 

The blaze occurred in the 
office used by students who 
edit the school newspaper, 
“The Newtonite.” It set off 
the automatic sprinkler sys¬ 
tem which doused the flames 
and confined actual fire dam¬ 
age to a wall. Careless dispo¬ 
sal of a cigaret in a waste 
basket was believed the 
cause. 

The fire was investigated 
by Fire Chief Fred Perkins, 
State Fire Marshall Ralph L. 
Garrett, Lt. Insp. Sylvester 
A. Meade, of the Fire Mar¬ 
shall’s office, and Lt. Joseph 
T. Fitzsimmons, of the New¬ 
ton Fire Dept., as well as 
Public Bldgs. Commr. Vin¬ 
cent D. Burns. 

In a written report to May¬ 
or Basbas, Burns said that 
water from the automatic 
sprinklers flooded into a 
fourth-floor hallway of the old 
Classical high school build¬ 
ing, the oldest structure in 
the high school complex. 

The water leaked through 
the floor into various class¬ 
rooms below and Burns re¬ 
ported "it was quickly cleaned 
up by firemen and school cus¬ 
todians.” 

The Building Commission¬ 
er said the water dampened 
some electrical wiring and an 
electrical contractor was 
brought in immediately. He 
put in temporary “jumpers” 
to supply the various class¬ 
rooms until the wires had 
a chance to dry. 

Burns said the sprinkler 
heads which were set off by 
the heat of the fire were re¬ 
placed and the sprinkler sys¬ 
tem is now in operation again. 

The Commissioner told 
Mayor Basbas that his office 
“received a number of com¬ 


plaint calls, principally from 
a woman, who had been ha¬

Federal Income 
Tax Booklet Is 
Aid To Citizen 

"Your Federal Income Tax,” 
a 160-page booklet on Federal 
taxes, is now available at In¬ 
ternal Revenue Service offices 
throughout Massachusetts, ac¬ 
cording to William E. Wil¬ 
liams, District Director of In¬ 
ternal Revenue. 

The booklet covers in detail 
the Federal income tax laws 
as they apply to individuals. 
It contains many examples to 
illustrate application of the 
laws to actual situations. 

Mr. Williams said the mate¬ 
rial is especially helpful to 
Massachusetts taxpayers who 
have unusual tax situations, 
or for those faced with a new 
tax problem for the first time. 
Check lists of taxable and 
non taxable income, and of al¬ 
lowable and non-allowable de¬ 
ductions are included. A de¬ 
tailed index helps pinpoint 
answers to tax problems. 

A special feature in the 
booklet is the sample filled-in 
tax return, Form 1040, keyed 
to pages in the booklet where 
explanations can be found 
for the entries on the return.

FIRE MARSHAL PROBING NEWTON HIGH BLAZES 

Officials at Newton High School said today that an ex¬ 
tensive investigation into the two fires at the school within 
two weeks is being conducted by the state fire marshal's 
office. 

Some 1,000 students fled yesterday as a fire of "human 
origin" broke out in the building. "We can't say the fires 
were deliberate, but an investigation is in progress," Dr. 
Charles E. Brown, superintendent of schools, said. 

He said it is up to the fire marshall to determine if 
yesterday’s blaze and the one last week were set by an 
arsonist or arsonists. 

MASS. CONGRESSIONAL DISTRICTS MALAPPORTIONED 

A THREE-JUDGE federal panel has ruled in Boston that 
Massachusetts’ congressional districts are malapportioned 
and unconstitutional under the U. S. Supreme Court’s "one 
man, one vote” principle. 

The panel said it would not at this time order reap¬ 
portionment but instead would allow the Massachusetts Leg¬ 
islature to take appropriate action. 

The panel was acting on a civil suit filed by Dist. Atty. 
Edmund Dinis of Bristol County which contended the popula 
tions of the state's congressional districts were so unequal 
that some voters were being denied equal representation in 
the U. S. House of Representatives. 

KAZAN ADMITS SMUGGLING OUT CZECHS 

CAMBRIDGE TRAVEL agent Vladimir J. Kazan-Koma 
rek said he had secretly smuggled persons out of Czechos¬ 
lovakia after the Communist takeover in 1948. 

The Czech-born American citizen, who was tried on spy 
charges, sentenced and then expelled by the Prague govern¬ 
ment, declined to disclose how many persons he aided. He 
said he believed he was working for French intelligence at 
that time, about 16 years ago, but that he had no connection 
with U. S. intelligence services. 

TEACHERS ASK SANCTIONS ON LOWELL SCHOOLS 

THE LOWELL TEACHERS Organization has voted to 
ask the Massachusetts Teachers Association to impose im¬ 
mediate sanctions on the Lowell school system. 

Should the sanctions be imposed, teachers throughout 
the country would be requseted not to accept jobs in Lowell. 
The teachers group claimed the Lowell School Committee had 
created a “crisis” in Lowell's educational system by falling 
to bargain in good faith about teachers’ requests for a 
pay raise. 

KEVIN WHITE ENTERS RACE FOR HUB MAYOR 

SECRETARY OF STATE Kevin White has announced his 
candidacy for mayor of Boston. In making the long-expected 
announcement, White, a Democrat, said he would focus his 
campaign on the city's dwindling population “because it is 
central to all the questions about Boston’s future." 

The leading vote-getter in Nov. 8th’s state election, the 
87-year-old White said 108,000 persons had left the city for 
suburbs in the last ten years. 

GREATER BOSTON DUCKS MIDWEST BLIZZARDS 

GREATER BOSTON can expect some snow today, prob¬ 
ably only a few flurries, but the area can be thankful that 
the premature touch of Spring yesterday has kept wild bliz¬ 
zards far away in the Midwest.

Budget Is Record Breaker 
Despite Mayor's Slashing

Mayor Monte G. Basbas 

yesterday submitted a rec¬ 
ord-high $33,569,166 munici¬ 
pal and school budget to the 
Board of Aldermen. 

It is $2,849,123 greater than 
the budget presented by Bas¬ 
bas to the Aldermanic Board 
a year ago and $3,097,164 


larger than the budget final¬ 
ly approved by the Alderman¬ 
ic Board in 1966. 

Newton’s tax rate would 
rise about $9 this year if 
the budget were adopted by 
the Board of Aldermen as 
submitted and if all other 
factors which will figure in 
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the tax rate were the same 
as last year. 

However, the Aldermen are 

expected to make moderate 
budget cuts, as they did a 
year ago, and some of the 
factors which will determine 
the rate will be different than 
in 1966. 

The final tax rate hike 
should be substantially less 
than $9 although it is impos¬ 
sible to make any accurate 
forecast at this time as to 
what it will be. 

Mayor Basbas used a 
heavy hand in rutting the 
municipal budget and left

ABSENTEE RESERVISTS TO PUT ON UNIFORMS 

DEFENSE SECRETARY Robert S. McNamara extended 
1 the draft Wednesday to put in uniform about 30,000 men who 
enlisted in civilian reserve units but have not continued to 
serve in them. 

McNamara told a news conference that these men will 
be transferred to the active forces to serve for the balance 
of two years, subtracting whatever period of time they spent 
In satisfactory reserve duty. The new rules are effective 
Immediately but McNamara said the first individuals affected 
probably will not have to report for active duty for about 
five months. 

APOLLO FIRE LOW-GRADE BLAZE AT FIRST 

THE FIRE that killed three astronauts in their Apollo 
I moonship Jan. 29 may have started as a low-grade blaze 
before flaring into a 1,400 degree inferno, a top Space Agency 
official reported Wednesday. 

But Dr. Robert C. Seamans, deputy director of the Na¬ 
tional Aeronautics and Space Administration (NASA) said the 
cause of the fire that killed Virgil Grissom. Edward White 
and Roger Chaffee remains unknown. But he said in a re¬ 
port to NASA administrator James E. Webb in Washington 
that the investigation by a board of inquiry into the disaster 
Is “far from complete."

THE OFFICIAL SOVIET Communist party newspaper 
Pravda has accused Mao Tse-tung and his followers of plotting 
a pro-Mao revolution in Russia aimed at hoisting Mao’s 
banner in Mscow’s Red Square. 

Pravda denounced Mao, his “personality cult,” his so- 
called cultural revolution and his followers in one of its most 
bitter attacks against the leader of a fellow Communist 
nation. It followed by a few days Premier Alexei Kosygin’s 
London attack on Mao’s “dictatorship.” 

U. S. DENIES JETS FLEW OVER HANOI 

THE VIETNAM WAR’S bloodiest 1967 combat erupted 
Wednesday with U. S. troops fighting Communist forces in 
two battles and South Korean marines storming through 
flame thrower fire to kill 246 Viet Cong. 

As American jets quickened their North Vietnam raiding 
to pre-truce tempo, the Soviets accused U. S. fliers of violating 
orders by flying over Hanoi. In Washington, the Defense De¬ 
partment said its reports from Saigon showed U. S. targets 
no closer than 35 miles to Hanoi.

It was either a nice day or it wasn’t 
in those dear departed days of long ago — and 
they keep getting farther and farther away. 

There was no fear of the weather in those by¬ 
gone days. It was an accepted part of life. Weather 
is still part of life. But, today, there is a difference. 
Oh, the weather hasn’t changed too much. We 
have. 

A psychology of fear pervades the atmos¬ 
phere today at the first sign of stormy weather. 

It is fed and nurtured by the weathermen of 
the electronic media who seem to be in constant 
competition with each other, and the official U.S. 
Weather Bureau, to come up with the direst pre¬ 
dictions and forecasts of gloom and doom. 

And they are at it constantly. Radio and tele¬ 
vision programs are interrupted every half-hour, 
every hour so that these commercial weathermen 
can update, revise, downgrade their reports. 

Consequently, their hysteria seeps insidiously 
into the minds’ of their audience and plants germs 
of fear that only the cessation of the stormy wea¬ 
ther can dispel. 

Now, don’t misunderstand I The electronic, in¬ 
stant weathermen perform a needed function. In 
a storm such as we experienced last week, their 
warnings, albeit a little late, got the kids home from 
school early, closed factories and mercantile estab¬ 
lishments so that roads and highways weren’t 
clogged with traffic. 

And, because the roads and highways were 
relatively free of vehicles, the Public Works De¬ 
partments of the cities, towns and state were able 
to keep the roads open and ensure free movement 
of traffic vital to the well-being of the communities. 
The head start gained by the snow fighters enabled 
them to restore the streets in the area to near nor¬ 
malcy the following day. 

So, we admit in this instance at least, the in¬ 
stant weathermen performed a public service. 

But, gentlemen, we plead restraint. Don’t over¬ 
do it, please! 

Remember, sometimes what we poor, ignorant 
people don’t know won't hurt us.

Bad Service Well Paid 

It must be obvious by now, 
even to the waxed ears of the 
Massachusetts Legislature, 
that our citizens do not wish 
to reward years of generally 
bad public service by doub¬ 
ling that body’s pay. The 
public has been bitten too 
many times with acts that 
seem to cater to every lobby 
and power interest except 
that of the majority. Let us 
take one sordid example in a 
veritable encyclopedia. 

About four years ago, the 
Legislature was faced with 
making a decision on the 
Massachusetts Turnpike ex¬ 
tension. The road could 
either be free by using 90 
percent federal funds sup¬ 
plied by gasoline taxes al¬ 
ready paid by citizens, or it 
could be built by the late 
Massachusetts Turnpike ba¬ 
ron William Callahan, in 
which case the using public 
would be forced to pay 50 
cents a ride until some time 
into the 21st century. 

The choice should have 
been ridiculously simple, 
since no state legislature had 
ever decided to build an 
enormously expensive road 
when federal money was 
available. However, our va¬ 
liant Legislature broke all 
precedent and succumbed to 
the wishes o fthe turnpike 
baron, in spite of almost 
unanimous public media op¬ 
position. Was the Legisla¬ 
ture then serving the public 
interest? 

Perhaps that august body 
believed that the Turnpike 
Authority was more efficient, 
but how could they know 
since their records are not 
subject to state audit? Per¬ 
haps, in the interest of pub¬ 
lic employment, the job was 
given to the Authority, since 
the Authority is noted for its 
service of personally handing 
out tickets instead of using 
machines. 

Perhaps (in the interest of 
reducing unemployment of 
course), each Legislator had 
a friend well suited for this 
job — the Authority is not 
covered by burdensome civil 
service restrictions. Whatever 
the reason, the using public 
will forever be in debt to that 
body. 

Is it any wonder that the 
citizens are unwilling to re¬ 
ward such private service? 
The recent use o f the Legis¬ 
lature in using an “emergen¬ 
cy” Act to double their sal¬ 
aries shows exactly how pri¬ 
vate the service it provides 
is.

The small loans trial in the spring will be the first 
case resulting from the Crime Commission investiga¬ 
tion to be prosecuted by members of the staff of 
Attorney General Elliot L. Richardson. 

Ironically, one of the men slated to have his day 
in court at that time is Charles Gibbons, former Repub¬ 
lican leader and Speaker of the Massachusetts House 
of Representatives, former chairman of the Republican 
State Committee, the GOP nominee for Governor in 
1958 and former State Commissioner of Administration 
and Finance. Gibbons now makes his home in Florida. 

State Bank Commissioner John B. Hynes is still 
deliberating on what action to take against the finance 
companies found guilty in the recent loans case. 

Hynes is moving slowly and carefully since what¬ 
ever action he takes probably will be appealed to the 
Supreme Court and must be substantiated by him before 
the state's highest tribunal if his findings are to be 
upheld. 

He also is weighing arguments that many persons 
might be driven into the arms of loan sharks if three 
big finance companies are put out of business in Mas¬ 
sachusetts.

Approval was voiced by the 
School Committee this week 
for bills which would increase 
Newton’s educational share in 
sales tax receipts and re¬ 
establish a subsidy for New¬ 
ton Junior College. The 
School Board went on record 
ns opposing measures to take 
away the fiscal autonomy of 
School Committees. 

The sales tax legislation 
would require that the sum 
taken from sales tax proceeds 
lor education be boosted for 
3966 by a minimum of 15 per 
cent over the 1965 figure. “As 
it is now, we stand to receive 
less for 1966 than we did in 
1965,” Superintendent Charles 
E. Brown remarked. 

Another bill would divert 
all sales tax receipts to school 
aid. Still another would re¬ 
store a special category for 
programs in technical educa¬ 
tion and in care for emotional¬ 
ly disturbed children. 

In reply to a question by 
School Committeeman Edwin 
Hawkridge, Dr. Brown ex¬ 
plained that Newton was for¬ 
merly reimbursed by the 
State for 50 per cent of its ex¬ 
penditures in these fields. 
With the advent of the sales 
tax, these special categories 
were abolished and students 
in technical education or in 
the program for the emotion¬ 
ally disturbed received no 
special subsidy. 

School Committee member 
Hawkridge also urged sup¬ 
port for a bill which would 
require the State of Massa¬ 
chusetts to pay for the defi¬ 
cit at Newton Junior College. 


The bill, sponsored by Repre¬ 
sentative Theodore D. Mann 
of Newton, would aid junior 
colleges operated by the 
cities of Newton and Quincy.

less to say, the Constitution 
does not specify that the “dis¬ 
orderly behavior” must occur 
during the session in which a 
member is expelled. That is 
simply a House doctrine. 

One school of legal thought 
is that Pouell cannot be ques¬ 
tioned under that section of 
the Constitution since Powell 
technically is not a member 
of Congress because he has not 
been seated. 

There evidently is some 
basis for that contention since 
the legal experts say that Pow¬ 
ell would have to be seated 
before he could be expelled. 

That poses the intriguing 
question of why Powell is be¬ 
ing paid a congressional sal¬ 
ary and travel allowances and 
has a congressional staff at 
pubile expense if he is not ac¬ 
tually a member of Congress. 

What. Powell*s arrogant 
and defiant attitude seemingly 
has done is increase public 
pressure for his expulsion 
from Congress. 

This may not sway the in¬ 
vestigating committee headed 
by Celler which is likely to 
recommend that Powell he 
punished with a censure. But it 
may make an impact upon the 
rank and file of wavering leg¬ 
islators who may not necessa¬ 
rily follow the committee 
report.

Teachers and Students 
May Build Up Reagan 

Unruly teachers and stu¬ 
dents in California may wind 
up by projecting Governor 
Ronald Reagan into the fore¬ 
front as a Republican Presi¬ 
dential possibility if they con¬ 
tinue their disgraceful demon¬ 
strations.

District Court 

I Merek Rubin, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Michael Rubin, 4

A law school student-prose¬ 
cutor program, it has been 
announced jointly by Dean 
Paul M. Siskind of Boston 
University Law School and 
Garrett H. Byrne, Suffolk 
County district attorney.

Beckwith commented: "I 
hope the format for the hear¬ 
ing will be such that the par¬ 
ents will be there and pre¬ 
sent their questions, and that 
even though they present 
them through representa¬ 
tives, that they will do so 
without restriction.” 

‘‘I am certainly in favor 
of order at any public hear¬ 
ing,” Frazier added. "But 
I hope we will not try for 
so much order that It will 
detract from simplicity. 
We should avoid a meeting 
where the public has to go 
through too much red tape 
to speak. This is Just a 
word of caution.” 

Dr. Knowles had suggested 
in a letter accompanying the 
report that holding the meet¬ 
ing in the cafeteria would per¬ 
mit people to be arranged in 
groups of about eight and use | 
spokesmen. He said that he 
had conducted meetings at -1 
tended by several thousand 
people in this manner. 

School Committeeman Stan¬ 
ton recommended that the 
public “come to the meeting j 
with some prior effort to pool 
like opinion.” 

The propriety of inviting 
the Elementary School 
Schedule Study Group to 
the meeting was questioned 
by School Committeeman 
Frazier. “In my estimation 
it is up to the School Com¬ 
mittee and the School Com¬ 
mittee alone to make all ar¬ 
rangements from now on,” 
said Frazier. 


He pointed out that some 

criticism had been leveled 
at other branches of Newton 
Government for delegating 
authority to com mittees. 
Chairman Berman stressed 
that Dr. Knowles will be av¬ 
ailable as a consultant only. 

The motion presented by 
School Committee member 
Hawkridge and seconded by 
Dr. Way Dong Woo to hold a 
March 6 hearing leaves 
Chairman Berman the au¬ 
thority to set up the structure 
of the meeting as he sees fit. 

The report made by the 
Knowles group apparently 
assumes that permission 
would be granted by the 
State Board of Education 
to continue the present sys¬ 
tem of three long and two 
short elementary school 
days. 

The State Board has no au¬ 
thority to regulate single or 
split school sessions but un¬ 
der recommendations made 
in the Harrington-Willis ed¬ 
ucation report and later| 
enacted into law, the Board of 
Education does set a mini¬ 
mum school day. 

The present minimum is 
five hours a day and exemp¬ 
tions from this ruling must 
be obtained on a yearly basis. 
The State Secondary and Ele-| 
mentary Education Office re¬ 
fused this week to disclose 
which Massachusetts school 
systems have such a dispen¬ 
sation at present. 

Newton elementary 
school children now go to 
school five hours and 40 
minutes on Monday, Wed¬ 
nesday and Friday and 
three hours and 40 minutes 
on Tuesday and Thursday. 
This totals 24 hours and 
20 minutes, slightly less 
than the time spent If a 
five hour school day is used. 

A petition signed by 2435 
parents organized as the 
“Single Session Committee” 
was presented to the School 
Committee last summer re¬ 
questing uniform hours every 
day, a lunch and play period 
of 45 minutes, and a school 
day ending at 2 p.m.

Mayor Urges Local Solons 
Move To Obtain State Aid 


Mayor Monte G. Basbas has 
urged Newton legislators to 
take favorable action on legis¬ 
lation which would help New¬ 
ton obtain promised State aid 
and increased federal assist¬ 
ance. 

Basbas. who has just steer¬ 
ed the City through its first 
experience of collective bar¬ 
gaining, has met with other 
financial worries when he 
turned to the dual task of re¬ 
taining revenue which the 
City has depended upon to 
date and attempting to enrich 
the City’s coffers by expand¬ 
ing sources of municipal in¬ 
come. 

In a letter directed to each 
of Newton’s State Senators 
and Representatives, Mayor 


time schedules involving

“3. Appoint a special com¬ 
mittee to advise the admin¬ 
istration in the conduct of the 
pilot programs and to eva¬ 
luate the results, with a view 
to recommending long-run 
schedule policies one year 
from now. 

“4. Hold an open hearing in 
which citizens are invited 
to discuss, these findings and 
recommendations with this 
committee and the School 
Committee before the final 
decision is made. 

“As a result of its studies, 
several other matters have 
come before the committee 
which it passes along to the 
School Committee for its 
consideration: 

“1. The largest number of 
pedestrian accidents to 
school-age children occurred 
at times other than their go¬ 
ing to and from school. This 
indicates, according to the 
Massachusetts Safety Council 
that a major safety hazard 
for children is inadequate 
training in how to deal with 
traffic on their own. 

“2. Dissatisfaction has been 
expressed from many quar¬ 
ters with the schedule for kin¬ 
dergartens. There appears to 
be a need for a study of this 
problem. 

“The very need for the 
creation of this committee 
is a sympton of an inade¬ 
quacy in the communica¬ 
tions between the school 
system and the citizenry. 

“Changing p o p u 1 ations, 
changing educational theories 
and practices, and rising 
costs both complicate com¬ 
munications and intensify the 
need for better communica¬ 
tions. 

“Communications between 
teachers, parents, principals, 
citywide administrators, com¬ 
munity agencies, the School 
Committee, and the general 
community cannot be hand¬ 
led as simply as they have in 
the past under these new 
conditions. 

“The Committee therefore 
strongly urges the School 
Committee to search for in¬ 
novative methods for improv¬ 
ing school-community com¬ 
munications." 
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Basbas said: “We certainly 
appreciate the relief afforded 
us and to be afforded us by 
the Sales Tax which I highly 
endorse. However, I am dis¬ 
tressed and concerned at the 
prospect of having the corpor¬ 
ation tax distribution formula 
changed by having the re¬ 
ceipts of the cities and towns 
decreased to 30 per cent from 
the current 40 per cent. 

“Again, I remind you that 
any decrease in the Local aid 
Fund can only compound the 
problems that the cities and 
towns already face.” Basbas 
declared. “We all look with 
great hope and anticipation to 
that wonderful additional rev¬ 
enue provided by the Sales 
Tax. Please do not give it to us 
with one hand and take It 
away with the other.” 

In a letter sent this week to 
Senators Edward W. Brooke 
and Edward M. Kennedy and 
Congresswoman Margaret M. 
Heckler, Mayor Basbas stated: 
“I enclose a resolution adopted 
by the Newton Board of Al¬ 
dermen supporting Federal 
legislation that would allow a 
direct distribution of Federal 
funds to the local cities and 
towns without necessarily ty¬ 
ing them In to some Federal 
project. 

“As it has been said many 
times by many people, the 
local communities have all the 
problems, but Washington has 
most of the money plus the 
techniques for increasing the 
tax revenue. There have been 
many proposals recommended 
for tax sharing including a 
return of some of these mon¬ 
ies to the States. 

“From the point of view of 
the local communities, how¬ 
ever, It is imperative that 
some legislation be adopted to 
allow the local communities 
some Federal tax sharing 
assistance. I would urge that 
you propose or support such 
legislation during this ses¬ 
sion,” Basbas stated.

sidered it necessary to in¬ 
clude an allowance in his 
budget for the purchase of 
new equipment, an item he 
deleted from the budget a 
year ago in order to hold 
down the tax rate. 

Members of the Board of 
Aldermen last year cut $248,- 
040 from the 1966 municipal 
budget presented to them by 
Basbas even though they con¬ 
ceded at the time that the 
Mayor’s budget was an ex¬ 
tremely “tight” one.

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Newton High School 
Fire Apparently Set 


A small fire at Newton High 
School yesterday caused the 
school to be closed and stu¬ 
dents sent home for the day. 

It was the second time in 
about two weeks that a blaze 
in building 1, the largest and 
oldest building at the high 
school, has forced the closing 
of the school. 

The fire occurred in a pile 
of papers in a small teachers’ 
office on the third floor of the 
school building. 

Investigators attached to 
the State Fire Marshal’s of¬ 
fice declared that the fire 
either was set or was caused 
by carelessness. 

They emphasized that the 
blaze had no relation whatever 
to the age of the building or 
to the wiring in the structure 
and was of human origin. 

Someone either deliberately 
set fire to the papers or set 
them ablaze through careless¬ 
ness, it was stated. 

School Superintendent 
Charles E. Brown said the 
damage from the fire was 
negligible and that classes 
were dismissed for the day be¬ 
cause of the water in the

building from the sprinklers 
and fire hoses. 

At no time were students 
in any danger, Brown de¬ 
clared. 

When the papers blazed up, 
the heat set off the sprinkler 
system which at the same 
time caused an automatic fire 
alarm although the sprinklers 
actually controlled the fire. 

The damage consisted only 
of a few burned papers and 
a scorched wall, but the vol¬ 
ume of water in the school 
caused the students to be dis¬ 
missed about 11 a m. The pos¬ 
sibility that the fire was set 
is being closely investigated.

Postmaster General Law¬ 
rence F. O’Brien has ordered 
the Customers’ Bill of Rights 
to be implemented by two im¬ 
mediate steps in this city: 

1— Posters will be displayed 
in the post office lobbies and 
service counters containing 
10 points which specify the 
kind of treatment customers 
have a right to expect. 

2— Instructions that call for 
careful observance of all 
points in the Customers’ Bill 
of Rights. The instructions 
also give directions for the 
most efficient management of 
window services. 

The posters tell customers 
they are entitled to: 

1. A neat, clean counter on 
which to transact business. 

2. Service by a well-groom¬ 
ed, neat window employee. 

3. A friendly greeting that 
expresses a desire to assist. 

4. Knowledgeable, well- in¬ 
formed, interested window 
personnel to help with postal 
needs. 

5. Prompt, alert and effi¬ 
cient service. 

6. Competent and correct 
information on inquiries. 

7. An attitude that reflects 
helpfulness, patience and con¬ 
geniality. 

8. The courtesy and tact 
that would be expected from 
a friend. 

9. Polite referral to another 
window or individual, when 
necessary, to give the appro-

unit during their three years 
at Meadowbrook. 

Eleven teachers of major 
subjects and one guidance 
counselor are assigned to 
each 250-pupil unit. Teth¬ 
ers of elective courses v e 
them for the students in all 
four units whereas teachers 
of major subjects give them 
for pupils in only one unit. 
The Meadowbrook’s staff is 
predominantly youthful. The 
school has a total of 74 teachr 
ers. almost equally divided 
between men and women. 
Twenty-seven of the teachers 
have their master’s degree. 
Some 15 others have gone 
further and have done at least 
a year’s work toward their 
doctorate. 

The team of teachers in 
charge of each unit divides 
tb'* members of Alpha, Beta, 
Gamma or Sigma into 24 
houses. An average house 
consists of 12 students and 
each teacher takes care of 
two houses, which are named 
for the teacher. 

The house advisors meet 
with each house four times a 
week. These periods can be 
employed for group discus- 
aions or individual counseling. 

The house advisor’s role 
Is to a certain extent ana¬ 
logous to that of the home 
room teacher in a tradi¬ 
tional school organization. 
However, the stress is 
placed n I e on counseling 
and perhaps less on dis¬ 
cipline. 

Meadowbrook officials main- 
that they have lessened dis- 
ciplinaray problems by mak¬ 
ing children interested and

where they stand in respect 
to their classmates. “They 
will have to compete when 
they get out of school, in in¬ 
dustry, in business. They 
ought to get used to competi¬ 
tion now,” he says. 

Perhaps, the answer to 
some worried parents is that 
Meadowbrook shifts the em¬ 
phasis back from the rating 
of performance to motivating 
its students to perform well. 
Pupils are made to be con¬ 
scious first of measuring up 
to their own possibilities. 

It should be added that 
Meadowbrook pupils do take 
standardized city and na¬ 
tional tests. They also get 
a report card at the end of 
their junior high school 
career. 

For many junior high school 
students, however, the strug¬ 
gle is to see some point in 
their daily routine. Assistant 
| Principal Blum observes that 
in this group will be the late 
bloomers, pupils who eventu¬ 
ally begin to study when they 
are faced with some reason 
for it, such as the need to get 
into college in the near future. 

It may be said that Meadow¬ 
brook students are gently 
nudged along in the direction 
of making their study plans 
with eventual goals in mind. 

Some pupils, including one 
boy with whom we talked, be¬ 
gin to take interest in voca¬ 
tional subjects. Another girl 
had started to think about 
what college she wanted to 
attend. 

For most junior high 
school students, college and 
careers seem somewhat re¬ 
mote. These youngsters are 
sustained by an Interest in 
the courses at hand, an in¬ 
terest partly based on the 
fact that they have been 
able to choose what seemed 
a little more important or 
attractive than the other 
possibilities. 

Meadowbrook guidance 
counselor Charles Goff ex¬ 
plained in a speech last year: 
“Traditionally, motivation for 
student movement from one 
point to another in learning 
has been largely external; 
marks, tracks, teacher and 
parent pressure, etc. 

“Our belief is that if the 
choice pattern in which the 
pupil is engaged is selected 
by the student, motivation will 
be largely intrinsic. We be¬ 
lieve this because the student 
will be attempting to fulfill 
his own purpose rather than 


a purpose set exclusively by 
I others.” 

GofF went on to tell his lis- 
| teners on that occasion of a 
study made in the Newton 
South High School classes of 
1966 and 1967 (at that time 
the junior class). Year-end 
grade point averages for the 
high school careers of 52 stu¬ 
dents from Meadowbrook’s 
continuous learning program 
and 52 students from the con¬ 
ventional program were com¬ 
pared and no appreciable dif¬ 
ferences were noted. 

“In summary,’’ Goff re¬ 
marked. “we can find no dif¬ 
ferences which are signifi¬ 
cant in terms of achieve¬ 
ment between students from 
the continuous learning pro¬ 
gram and our more tradi¬ 
tional program.’’ 

Similarly. Principal King- 
reports that when a group of 
248 foreign language students 
who went from Meadowbrook 
to Newton South High School, 
were checked, 93 per cent had 
continued at the same level 
at which they finished at Mea¬ 
dowbrook. 

Thus, what differentiates the 
results of the Meadowbrook 
approach from those obtained 
by other methods, is not so 
much quantity of knowledge 
retained, for this has been 
found about the same, but 
rather the meaningfulness of 
this knowledge and the self- 
reliance of the pupils. 

It is this self-reliance, Miss 
King believes, that makes 
the difference on a college 
level. The frequency with 
which intellectually qualified 
students drop out would be 
slashed, she thinks, if stu-i 
dents were used to making 
their own decisions and thus" 
not only budgeting their time 
but also seeing problems and 
crises in terms of the goals 
they themselves desire. 
INDIVIDUAL ATTENTION 

Likewise, it is not the ac¬ 
cessibility of modern educa¬ 
tional material that really sets 
Meadowbrook apart. 

This material does exist and 
not only in the form of film¬ 
strips or tapes. It may also 
take the form of bundles of 
course material neatly ar¬ 
ranged in the office of curri-' 
culum coordinator Mrs. Er¬ 
nestine McDonough. Some 
special preparation was vir¬ 
tually forced on the teachers 
by the nine-weeks format of 
course units. 

A Ford grant for a month’s 
work by 33 teachers one 
summer helped to gather 
part of this material. More 
of it has been assembled 
in the spare time of teach¬ 
ers already carrying full 
academic loads.

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One of the consequences of 
the recent choice of Meadow¬ 
brook by the Charles F. Ket¬ 
tering Foundation as a pilot 
school will be that Meadow¬ 
brook will give its material 
to the Foundation and in turn 
will be able to draw on ma¬ 
terial put together by other 
schools in the Kettering pro¬ 
gram. 

Meadowbrook is already 
sharing its material with 
some other Newton junior 
high schools. 

The task of assembling 
adequate teaching materials 
is to a degree a personal 
one and thus will never end. 
However, Meadowbrook 
teachers say they are be¬ 
ginning to have materials 
to work with, which are 
satisfactory to them. 

It is worthy of note that the 
same young scholar who said 
he approved of Meadow¬ 
brook’s pupil-decision sys¬ 
tem, since it gives pupils a 
chance to avoid teachers if 
they desire, also stated that 
he did not consider some of 
the' notes prepared by his 
teachers helpful. - Meadow¬ 
brook after all, tries to instill 
an ability to criticize. 

But whatever the worth of 
the material to supplement 
the new curriculum, the 
greatest boast of the Mea¬ 
dowbrook School is the in¬ 
dividual attention it gives to 
its pupils. 

This attention comes in two 
ways. In the first place, stu¬ 
dents are supposed to see 
their house advisors regular¬ 
ly. The house advisors and 


the rest of the four-unit teams 
have detailed information at 
their disposal which they 
study in common. Also, 
teachers are at the children’s 
disposal in the subject centers 
during unscheduled time. 

But one teacher of many 
years’ experience pointed out 
another way in which stu¬ 
dents get individual atten¬ 
tion. 

She observed that the fact 
that youngsters seek their 
natural levels in courses of 
varying difficulties, makes it 
possible to deal with more 
homogeneous groups. Groups 
are never completely homo¬ 
geneous, she said, but gear¬ 
ing the group to the difficulty 
of the subject, permits a pre¬ 
sentation which is much more 
meaningful to all, than when 
a group united only by age 
but with wide differences in 
academic talent is assembled. 

She added that the system 
is particularly beneficial 
to the slow learner, who un¬ 
der a traditional set-up Is 
sometimes dragged along 
with failing marks until he 
or she simply accepts de¬ 
feat. 

Thus, individual attention 
for each pupil and at the same 
time a gradual training in 
personal responsibility are 
the two sides of the Meadow¬ 
brook coin. 

The Meadowbrook program 
is by no means fully con- 
solidataed. It is now in its 
fifth year and the first pupils 
who went through three years 
of what was then referred to 
as “continuous learning” are

SCHLESINGER RAPS ‘DUMP LB]' CLAIM 

THE FINAL INSTALLMENT of the serialization of “The 
Death of a President” has drawn the ire of Arthur Schlesin- 
ger Jr., former presidential assistant. 

Schlesinger disputed a claim in William Manchester’s 
book which says Schlesinger wanted to dump President John- 
ion in 1964. 

“A melodramatic distortion of a wholly academic dis¬ 
cussion,” Schlesinger said. He also said the incident “was 
unaccompaned by any urging that President Johnson be re¬ 
placed.” 


GARRISON TELLS WHY HE STARTED JFK PROBE 

DIST. ATTY. JIM GARRISON of New Orleans said 
yesterday he first began to have doubts about the assassina¬ 
tion of President Kennedy after discussing with Sen. Russell 
Long (D-La.) the incongruity of the sequence in the firing of 
the rifle shots which killed Kennedy. 

“Long wondered about the probability of getting all shots 
out of an inexpensive gun in a few seconds,” Garrison said. 

After he began looking into the matter, “all of a sudden 
the leads were coming in faster than we could handle them,” 
Garrison said. 


ILLINOIS TO ASK DEATH FOR SPECK 

THE CHIEF PROSECUTOR in the mass murder trial at 
Peoria, Ill., of Richard Franklin Speck told prospective jurors 
that the state would demand that the defendant pay with his 
life for the dormitory massacre of eight young nurses. 

Asst, state’s atty. William Martin announced the State of 
Illinois’ plans to exact the death penalty as attorneys began 
the tedious task of selecting a jury to hear evidence against 
the 25-year-old Dallas drifter. 

A Peoria housewife, the mother of seven children and 
itepmother of two, was chosen the first juror after five men 
and one woman were excused. 

HUMPHREY SHAKEN BY WILD DEMONSTRATIONS 

VICE PRESIDENT Hubert H. Humphrey was still shaken 
today after a mob of 300 anti-Vietnam war demonstrators 
tried to manhandle him yesterday at Stanford University. 

Some of the demonstrators called the Vice President a 
"war criminal” and others screamed “Shame! Shame!” as 
they rushed ac Humphrey as he went to his limousine after 
participating in a student forum. None of the students man¬ 
aged to get to Humphrey. Several grappled with officers who 
locked arms to prevent the youths from reaching the Vice 
President. 


HOUSE PASSES BILL ON RESERVES 

THE HOUSE; APPROVED. 234 to 13, and sent to the 
Senate a bill to block any merger of the Army Reserve and 
the National Guard. 

The so-called “Reserve Bill of Rights” would establish a 
minimum Army reserve strength of 260,000 men and the 
guard at 380.000 men over the objections of Defense Secre¬ 
tary Robert S. McNamara. The measure was similar to a 
House bill passed late in the 89th Congress which failed to 
get Senate consideration.

BUDDLINER, CAR CRASH IN CHELSEA, 2 DEAD 

TWO PERSONS were killed and three others reported 
injured last night in a Chelsea collision between an auto¬ 
mobile and a Boston & Maine Railroad self-propelled Diesel 
passenger train. The accident occurred at the 6th and Arling¬ 
ton sts. crossing. 

All of the car’s passengers were women. The two dead 
women were not immediately identified, but the seriously in¬ 
jured woman whose names were on the danger list were 
Identified at Mass. General Hospital as Arlene Eastman, Mary 
Fox and Isabel Townsend. Their home addresses were not 
given. An eyewitness said the driver and a passenger in the 
front seat were thrown clear of the car. 

LEGISLATURE OPENS REDISTRICTING PANEL 

THE LEGISLATURE yesterday adopted an order calling 
for a special commission to redistrict Massachusetts’ 12 con¬ 
gressional seats in line with the U.S. Supreme Court’s one- 
man one-vote decision. Both the House and Senate acted 
swiftly on the order filed by House Speaker John F. X. Da- 
voren. calling for the commission consisting of six senators 
and 15 representatives required to report by June 7. 

Governer Volpe. anxious to avoid a political donnybrook, 
met with legislative leaders to “set the tone” for the forth¬ 
coming congressional redistricting. Volpe said he hoped the 
Issue could be resolved without resorting to the court. 

BATES BLASTS NAVY MOVE TO NEW YORK 

ENABLING PERSONNEL to see the latest Broadway 
shows is hardly sufficient reason for moving the 1st Naval 
headquarters from the birthplace of the American Navy in 
Massachusetts to New York, Rep. William H. Bates, R-Mass., 
charged yesterday in Washington. Bates, senior Republican 
on the House Armed Services Committee, said the proposed 
consolidation of the 1st and 3rd Naval districts “would be too 
expensive and be placing the Commandant’s headquarters fa r 
from the center of Naval activity on the Northeast coast.” 

PATRIOTS’ JIM FRASER RETIRES 

FORMER THREE TIME American Football League punt¬ 
ing champion and all-star linebacker Jim Fraser has an¬ 
nounced his retirement from the Boston Patriots. Fraser, who 
split Boston’s punting duties and was a nearly fulltime line¬ 
backer last season, has accepted a post as the first fulltime 
director of athletics at Middlesex School, a private boys’ prep 
school, in Concord. Fraser, 30, played six season in the AFL 
for Denver, Kansas City and the Patriots following a collegi¬ 
ate career at the University of Wisconsin.

U. S. ENVOYS WALK OUT ON SOVIET GENERAL 

U. S. EMBASSY military attaches marched out of a 
Moscow news conference when a top Soviet general accused 
America of waging “criminal and barbaric war” in Vietnam. 
Russian bystanders snickered. The three attaches walked out 
when Gen. Pavel Kurochkin, commander of the Soviet War 
College, accused U.S. troops of violating international law by 
“brutally killing civilians.”

*o they will not have to take a walk, but lesser embassy offi¬ 
cials often attend such conferences. The attaches heard Ku¬ 
rochkin hint that the Soviets have anti-missile-missile bases 
in operation around Moscow. 

WEST HOPEFUL OF DISARMAMENT ACCORD 

THE WEST WAS REPORTED hopeful on the eve of to¬ 
day’s new session of the 17-nation Geneva disarmament con¬ 
ference, that agreement will be reached with the Soviet Union 
on prevention of further spread of nuclear weapons. 

Lord Chalfont, chief British negotiator, said the United 
States and Russia have resolved “the most important prob¬ 
lems” and were “almost in full agreement.” But conference 
sources cautioned that negotiations will still take some time 
and that no treaty should be expected before late summer or 
•arly fall. 


U. S. MARINES CLOSE IN ON TRAPPED REDS 

AMERICAN MARINES were closing in today on 90 North 
Vietnam regulars surrounded on the coastal plains drenched 
with the blood of about 1000 Communists killed by the com¬ 
bined drive of U.S. and South Vietnamese in one of the Viet¬ 
nam war’s greatest victory. The latest drive has raised the 
Cong death toll to more than 2000 in tha last eight days, Allied 
spokesmen said.

Court Ruling Could Cause 
Big Turnover in Congress 

An order by a three-judge federal court for a re¬ 
vamping of the State's 12 congressional districts to 
make them more equal from a population standpoint 
has staggering and far-reaching political implications.. 

Senate President Maurice A. Donahue has predicted 
that the Democratic party may pick up two and possibly 
three seats in the national House as a result of the 
mandatory redistricting. 

Republican John A. Volpe understandably is hoping 
that the GOP can retain its present five seats on Capitol 
Hill when the new districts are created. 

That points to an almost inevitable political tug- 
of-war between the Democratic-controlled Legislature 
and the Republican Governor. 

It’s possible they may reach an agreement on how 
the State should be divided into 12 congressional di¬ 
stricts, but it’s not probable. They couldn’t in 1962 

If the Governor and Legislature are unable to 
produce a mutually acceptable plan, the three federal 
judges apparently will set up the 12 districts. 

In such a turn of events, the jurists are likely to 
discover that they have assumed a problem of enor¬ 
mous proportions.

Newton Firms 
Are Sued By 
Labor Dept. 

Violations of the Fair La¬ 
bor Standards Act (Federal 
Wage-Hour Law) were al¬ 
leged against DiCarlo Bros., 
Inc.; Ace Rental Equip¬ 
ment, Inc.; Walnut Truck¬ 
ing Co., Inc.; and Arthur En¬ 
gineering, Inc., all of 200 
Webster St., West Newton, in 
an injunction suit filed in the 
U. S. District Court at Bos¬ 
ton. 

The complaint, filed by U.S. 
Secretary of Labor W. Wil¬ 
lard Wirtz, charged that the 
defendants violated provis¬ 
ions of the Act relating to 
overtime compensation and 
record keeping. 

According to the complaint, 
the defendants are engaged in 
a construction enter prise 
within the meaning of the 
Fair Labor Standards Act. 

The Secretary asked the 
court to restrain the defend¬ 
ants from future violations of 
the Act. and restrain them 
from withholding of overtime 
compensation found by the 
court to be due to employees 
under the Act. 

Legal action followed an in¬ 
vestigation by the U. S. La¬ 
bor Department’s Wage and 
Hour and Public Contracts 
Divisions under the supervis¬ 
ion of New England Regional 
Director Stanley C. Wollas¬ 
ton.

recommending only a 6 per¬ 
cent increase for all other city 
employees. 

Last week, the Mayor 
brought a nurses’ proposal 
of a flat $800 across-the 
board increase to the Alder- 
manic Finance Committee 
but it was rejected. He no¬ 
tified Atty. Arthur Flamm, 
counsel of the Massachu¬ 
setts Nurses Assoc., of the 
Finance Committee’s rejec¬ 
tion Monday morning. 

Flamm, in turn, reported 
the committee’s rejection to 
the State Board of Arbitration 
and Conciliation. State Con¬ 
ciliator David Grodsky, tied 
up in another labor dispute, 
could not be reached for com¬ 
ment immediately but he is 
expected to attempt to bring 
the nurses and city officials 
to the bargaining table again. 

However, as of today no 
meeting has been set up, 
and the threat of the nurses’ 
mass resignation continues. 

Mayor Basbas contends the 
city’s nurses do not perform 
the same sort of work as 
their counterparts at Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital, whose pay 
scale the city nurses are try¬ 
ing to equal. 

The nurses are asking 
that starting pay of $5115 be 
upped to $6000, with a five- 
year maximum of $7250. 
Mayor Basbas offered a 
$5680 minimum and a $6690 
maximum. 

City Solicitor Matt Jones 
has been conducting negotia¬ 
tions with the nurses, who 
have been represented by 
Mrs. Susan Levin, director of 
the Massachusetts Nurses 
Association economic secu¬ 
rity program, Atty Flamm 
and a committee of city nur¬ 
ses.

Psychologist Featured 
In Pulpit Here Mar. 5 


An eminent psychologist 
will share the pulpit at the 
First Unitarian Society in 
Newton on Sunday morning, 
March 5th, as the second 
speaker in the 1967 series, 
“New Frontiers in Religion.” 

Hans-Lucas Teuber, chair¬ 
man of the Psychology De¬ 
partment at Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, will 
present an address entitled:

A native of Berlin, Ger¬ 
many, Dr. Teuber is a gradu¬ 
ate of French College, Berlin;

Ph.D. in Psychology at Har¬ 
vard University in 1947. 

Dr. Teuber is the author 
of many scientific publica¬ 
tions relating to brain re-1 
search and has been a leader i 
in this field since the post 
World War II period. Most | 
recently he was awarded the 
Karl Spencer Lashley Award 
for Research in Neurobiology. 

At M.I.T., Dr. Teuber heads 
the Psychophysiclogical De¬ 
partment, where a brain re¬ 
search unit, undertaking a 
program as part of the broad 
study of brain function, seeks 
to develop methods for meas¬ 
uring sensory and motor func¬ 
tions after injuries to the 
nervous system, whether su¬ 
stained early or late in life, 
and to detect those factors 
which hasten or retard re¬ 
covery. 

Among the aims of the pro¬ 
gram is the hope that new 
techniques will make possible 
early diagnosis and better 
management of brain injury 
in children and adults.

Little Guy Shows The Way 

Give — so more will live! 

These five little words, the slogan of the Heart 
Fund, don't look like much in cold, black print but 
they contain a wealth of meaning. 

They mean just what they say: More will live 
if you support the Heart Fund. More like the thou¬ 
sands of children born with heart defects who, be¬ 
cause of heart research and medical advances, have 
been restored to happy living. 

We know of one such youngster who wasn’t 
lucky enough to be restored to the happy, laughing, 
wide-eyed world of youth. He died at the age of six, 
just when the business of living starts to get in¬ 
teresting. 

His name was Guy Poirier and he lived in 
Montreal, Canada. A mercy flight by a U.S. Marine 
Corps jet from California arrived 45 minutes too 
late in April, 1964, to help little Guy. 

The plane carried a special plastic heart valve 
which would have been inserted in an operation. 

The boy’s mother felt the youngster knew he 
was dying. He had been saving his money to buy 
a pair of roller skates. But, shortly before he died, 
he told his mother that he felt he wouldn’t be able 
to use the skates. 

He instructed his mother to use the money to 
aid a little girl he knew in his hospital ward who 
also had heart trouble. 

Thus, a piggy bank containing $3.24 in la¬ 
boriously saved pennies, nickels and dimes was 
sent to the Heart Fund with a “will” directing the 
money be used to help others suffering heart 
disease. 

Next Sunday, Feb. 26, is Heart Sunday in 
Massachusetts. In the Greater Boston area 35,000 
volunteers will collect door-to-door for the Heart 
Fund. 

In addition to vital heart research, Heart Fund 
dollars are used to inform hospitals, doctors, nurses 
and the general public about the latest discoveries 
and treatments in heart and circulatory diseases. 
They are also used for community services, such as 
rheumatic fever prevention programs, stroke re¬ 
habilitation programs and information services. 

In our state alone, more than 800,000 Heart 
Fund dollars are spent anually on research in the 
continuing battle against the nation’s number one 
health enemy. 

Statistics show that 54 percent of all death in 
Massachusetts and the nation are from heart and 
blood vessel diseases. 

So, when the Heart Fund volunteer rings your 
doorbell, remember little Guy and others like him 
and . . . 

“Give—so more will live!

Read With Concern 


Editor of the Graphic: 

I read the recent article 
"School Readies Pupils for 
Life in a Changing World" 
(Feb. 9) with utter amaze¬ 
ment and concern. I have no 
children In the Meadowbrook 
Junior High School so that 
there is no personal axe to 
grind. 

My objections are not so 
much in the general imple¬ 
mentation of pilot programs 
in the school system. I realize 
that in education, as in other 
fields striving for progress, 
some experimentation must 
take place. My objections con¬ 
cern some of the features in 
this program as part of our 
educational process. 

It seems to me that experi¬ 
mentation presents greater 
hazards in the field of educa¬ 
tion than in other fields where 
our children are the subjects 
of the experiment. Thus, a 
great deal of care, thought, 
and preplanning must enter 
the process; the aims, pur¬ 
poses, and sites of the pro¬ 
gram must be clearly defined. 

It is evident that many of 
the above requirements have 
not been met in the "Continu¬ 
ous Learning Program.” 

A direct quote from the 
article says, The object of 
teaching a child is to get 
along without his teacher.” 
Is this the great goal in edu¬ 
cation for the youth of our 
great society today? Is it not 
the teacher who instructs, 
guides, and molds the emerg¬ 
ing intellect while loosely hold¬ 
ing the reins for the flexibility 
of the mind? 

The abrupt turning away 
from teacher teaching to stu¬ 
dent teaching must be de¬ 
meaning to the teacher truly 
dedicated to his profession; it 
is the alternative to poor 
teaching. But of greater im¬ 
portance is the impact of this 
program on student learning. 
The sudden thrust from the 
secure womb of the elemen¬ 
tary school to the sudden 
decision-making process in the 
junior high school, and back 
again to the structured pro¬ 
grams of high school, college, 
and even graduate school, is a 
ludicrous cycle in the educa¬ 
tional process, producing only 
student confusion, bewilder¬ 
ment, and possible inner 
chaos. 

Let us face the reality of 
the situation. The students in 
the 7th, 8th. and 9th grades 
are not ready to face the de¬ 
gree of independence and re¬ 
sponsibility so hastily thrust 
upon them. It is a wonder 
that they are learning at all 
in sudden chaos of “contracts,” 
freedom of subject choices, 
2’a hours per week of class¬ 
room time, overlapping 
classes, unscheduled teaching 
time, IBM punch cards as 
daily guides for both pupil 
and teacher. 

It is only the exceptionally 
motivated student who can 
fare well in the program. I 
strongly suspect the others 
are probably either falling by 
the wayside or spending a 
great deal of time with 
parental help or tutors to 
overcome the inefficiencies of 
the program. 

A program of this kind can 
only succeed if it is placed on 
a continuum of gradual condi¬ 
tioned learning leading to in¬ 
dependent study from the ele¬ 
mentary grades through grad¬ 
uate school. 

Placing an independent 
study program in the middle 
of the educational process 
coming from nowhere and go¬ 
ing nowhere is by itself a 
meaningless effort leading 
only to frustration on the part 
of its victims — the students 
and faculty. 

The philosophy behind the 
program is good. It is true 
that today’s children will live 
in a changing world where 
independence of thought and 
action are imperative. But 
the means must justify the 
ends . It is not through per¬ 
missiveness in education nor 
helter-skelter learning by 
"contracts” that make for 
student maturity. Independ¬ 
ence and maturity must first 
have a chance to become di¬ 
gested and internalized. 

The road cannot be circum¬ 
vented around the goals; it 
must be a straight line lead¬ 
ing directly and inexerably 
toward independence and ma¬ 
turity. It is only through pur¬ 
poseful and well balanced 
disciplines and instruction, 
taking in as much as possible 
the individual needs of the 
students, that the emerging 
intellect and self-discipline 
can implement student re¬ 
sponsibility and independence 
of thought and action. 

I firmly believe that it will 
be well worthwhile to discon¬ 
tinue the "Continuous Learn¬ 
ing Program” at the junior 
high school level in favor of a 
more direct approach toward 
student independence in a 
changing world where, 
through group guidance 
classes, the first changing 
world of work can be realized 
and made meaningful to the 
Individual. 

Specialists in the vocational 
field reveal that vocations art 
part of a development career 
planning process from child¬ 
hood through and beyond the 
actual entrance into the world 


of work. It is important to 
provide students with infor¬ 
mation about themselves, 
courses of study, and occupa¬ 
tions in the world of work 
well in advance of the time 
decisions need to be made. 

Thus proper planning at the 
junior high school level, tak¬ 
ing in broad areas of fields of 
occupations and relating them 
to students’ individual abili¬ 
ties, interests, and aptitudes, 
to the community in which he 
lives, and to the world around 
him, can be far more meaning¬ 
ful for the student in his quest 
for independence and maturity 
in a fast changing world, than 
the confusion of the "abrupt 
thrust”, discontinuous "Con¬ 
tinuous Learning Program”.

Two Billion Losi 

Editor of The Graphic: 

In the February ninth edi 
tion you report that Mayor 
Monte G. Basbas desires that 
the Federal Government re¬ 
turn to the municipalities of 
the United States from the 
income taxes collected an 
amount equal to $10 for each 
of its inhabitants. 

This would amount to a re¬ 
duction in federal income of 
about $2,000,000,000 per year. 

I think that in honesty the 
Mayor should tell the people 
of Newton what he proposes 
that the federal government 
should do about this loss of 
revenue, for either the federal 
government must reduce ser¬ 
vices by $2,000,000,000 or Im¬ 
pose new taxes, and if the 
Mayor favors new taxes I 
think he should tell us what 
kind of taxes he proposes.

Theses Written On Wide Variety 
Of Toj )ics By Honors Candidates 


Senior honors candidates 
at the University of Massa¬ 
chusetts wrote their theses 
this year on a variety of 
topics, including snow density 
and its effect on ski slopes, 
auto safety, the literature of 
Tennessee Williams, Spring- 
field’s poverty program and 
the food habits of the eastern 
chipmunk. 

Their work is done under a 
program that picks top stu¬ 
dents and gives them a year 
of work at an independent re¬ 
search project in their field, 
in addition to their regular 
classroom work. 

Dr. Arthur Elkins, UMass 
director of honors, calls an 
honors project “a kind of 
junior graduate thesis.” Stu¬ 
dents picked for the program 
start at the beginning of their 
senior year, pick a topic in 
their field to research, then 
develop a premise and a re¬ 
search program. They work 
with a principal advisor and 
one other member of their 
own department, plus a third 
faculty member in an allied 
field. 

Each candidate must pro¬ 
duce a written thesis backed 
by documented research and 
must defend the thesis at 
an oral examination. 

“We don’t expect any earth- 
shaking discoveries,” Dr. 
Elkins said, “just a reason¬ 
ably scholarly piece of work.”

Posthumous Top 
Vietnam Award 
To Local Youth 

An Auburndale youth, Pfc. 
W. Wallace Richard, was 
posthumously honored last 
Sunday with two of the high¬ 
est awards of the Republic of 
Vietnam where he gave his 
life in battle. 

His parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Raymond J. Richard, of 14 
Staniford st., were presented 
the medals in a ceremony at 
the Boston Army Base. 

Commanding Officer Col. 
George R. Couch, in making 
the presentation to Mr. and 
Mrs. Richard, noted that the 
high awards came from the 
Republic of Vietnam, with 
the approbation of the United 
States government, and were 
“a rare honor, a signal priv¬ 
ilege, richly merited.” 

The citation accompanying 
the awards, signed by South 
Vietnam’s Premier Nguyen 
Coa Ky, read; “For a cour- 
geous combatant, well known 
for his sacrifices, who always 
exhibited a spirit of good will 
and cooperation. He assisted 
the Republic of Vietnam 
forces in blocking the Red 
wave of aggression from en¬ 
gulfing South Vietnam and 
Southeast Asia. 

Pfc. Richard was with the 
1st Inf., 1st Bn. of the U. S. 
Army when he was killed 
Dec. 21, 1965, at Bien Hoa 
just north of Saigon. He was 
fatally wounded by land 
mines while on a combat pa¬ 
trol. 

The citation from the Viet¬ 
namese government further 
read: “With his enthusiasm 
and exemplary devoted man¬ 
ner, he willingly executed all 
his entrusted missions and 
set a brilliant example for 
his comrades-in-arms. 

“He aided in the perfor¬ 
mance of their missions. His 
loss has been greatly mourn¬ 
ed by both his American and 
Vietnamese comrade s-in- 
arms.”

Falling asleep at the 
wheel, known more prestigi- 
ously as hypothalmus exhaus¬ 
tion, is considered a major 
factor in the mounting acci¬ 
dent death toll. Doctor Clif¬ 
ford Johnson, medical direc¬ 
tor of the Goodyear Tire and 
Rubber Company, describes 
the hypothalmus as the sleep 
center of the brain and says 
that scores of studies indicate 
clearly that the susceptibility 
to careless driving increases 
significantly as hypothalmus 
exhaustion approaches. 

“The Accident Prevention 
Section of the North Carolina 
Board of Health reports Doc¬ 
tor Johnson as believing it 
is necessary to enlist the help 
of car passengers if accident 
rates are to be reduced. 

“He lists symptoms for 
which passengers and drivers 
should watch: muscle spasms 
and jerking and straightening 
of the legs; sudden talking in 
a louder than normal voice; 
sudden jerking of the wheel 
or stabbing at the brake 
pedals with no apparent 
reason, indicating that the 
driver may be ‘seeing 
things’; nodding, yawning, or 
blinking; fiddling with the 
car radio controls; nervous 
tapping on the steering wheel 
or dashboard; driving up 
close to the car ahead, then 
braking suddenly. 

“When signs of fatigue are 
noticed, he recommends, the 
driver should stop, slowly roll 
his head in a complete circle, 
three times in one direction 
and three times in the re¬ 
verse direction. He also sug¬ 
gests taking several deep 
breaths, exhaling by short 
bursts through tightly drawn 
lips. This forces fresh air and 
oxygen into inner air sacs of 
the lungs and aids in restor¬ 
ing energy.”

Police Animal Control De¬ 
partment under the direc¬ 
tion of Capt. William F. 
Quinn. 

Another indication that life 
is just a little bit better in 
Newton for dogs is the fact 
that the licensed dog popula¬ 
tion has increased almost 400 
since the ordnance creating 
the Department of Animal 
Control was passed in 1964. 

At that time, 4874 dog lic¬ 
enses were issued. In 1965. 
licenses mounted to 5111 and 
last year they added up to 
5244. 

The increase came at a 
time when many cities and 
towns in the Metropolitan 
Boston area were passing 
“leash laws” and, in gen¬ 
eral, making it tough on 
man’s-best-friend. 

The success of the Animal 
Control Department has elat¬ 
ed Capt. Quinn, but he gives 
credit to Rivers and Mc¬ 
Laughlin. 

“They have done a fine 
job. The city couldn’t ask 
for a better one.” Capt. 
Quinn said as he revealed 
he is requesting City So¬ 
licitor Matt Jones to draw 
up an amendment to the dog 
ordnance. 

“Our program has worked 
so well, that I think the 
Animal Control Department 
should have jurisdiction over 
all animal pets in the city,” 
Capt. Quinn stated. 

‘‘In fact, the program has 
been so successful we’ve re¬ 
ceived inquiries from as far 
away as communities in New 
Hampshire asking how we op¬ 
erate,” he said. 

He said that Rivers and 
McLaughlin have had special 
training in handling dogs, 
cats, horses, and even mon¬ 
keys and birds. Their “train¬ 
ing, interest, experience and 
adaptability have equipped 
them to accommodate the 
needs of almost any member 
of the animal world found in 
this section of the country,” 
the Captain said. 

Quinn said McLaughlin and 
Rivers were picked to be¬ 
come Animal Control officers 
“because of their demonstra¬ 
ted courage and humaneness. 

“It takes a lot of guts to 
go after a snarling, vicious 
German shepherd in bushes,” 
Quinn said. “I know I 
wouldn’t like to do it.” 

And he told of an incident 


in 1965, shortly after the Ani¬ 
mal Control Department was 
established, when Charlie 
Rivers went into a house 
where a dog had attacked his 
70-year-old mistress. 

“The woman was slashed 
and bleeding and almost un¬ 
conscious on the floor when 
Charlie went into that house 
and dragged her out to a wait¬ 
ing ambulance. All the while 
he was fighting off the dog 
with one hand, trying to keep 
the maddened brute away 
from his throat.” 

“Then,” the Captain said, 
“after the elderly woman was 
safely in the ambulance, he 
went back into the house and 
managed to knock out the dog 
with a tranquilizer.” 

Another incident related by 
the Captain was when a 
“Dingo” dog, a canine fa¬ 
vored by Australian aborig¬ 
ines and rare in the United 
States, got loose and bedded 
down on a sofa in a Centre 
st. hotel. 

“The dog bit Charlie right 
through his heavy glove when 
he tried to get it. So Roy 
moved in and captured the 
dog by getting a loop of rope 
around its neck.” 

He explained that the dog 
officers have a special instru¬ 
ment, a pole with a loop on 
the end, which can be tight¬ 
ened or released by the offi¬ 
cer. Their other equipment 
consists of tranquilizer guns, 
special gloves and protective 
masks. 

The Captain didn’t have to 
point out that the best piece 
of equipment is their own 
courage. 

Since the establishment of 
the Control Department, only 
45 dogs in the Garden City 
have been placed under re¬ 
straint—confined to its own¬ 
er’s enclosed property and 
leashed while off it. 

Capt. Quinn said that only 
seven owners violated the re¬ 
straint order. The seven were 
prosecuted in court and fined 
and “not one appealed the 
verdict to the Superior 
Court.” 

Quinn said the Department, 
which was established to im¬ 
plement dog control laws, has 
“gone beyond control only, 
and has provided an atmos¬ 
phere of protection and con¬ 
tributed greatly to a healthy 
dog population.” 

He also lauded Buddy-Dogs 
Inc. The organization finds 
homes for unclaimed dogs 
and takes all of Newton’s 
homeless dogs. He said that 
under state law homeless 
dogs must be sold for $3 and 
that is the price charged 
Buddy Dogs Inc. He said that 
none of the strays picked up 
by the Animal Control De¬ 
partment have been sold for 
vivisection purposes. 

Lost dogs found by the Ani¬ 
mal Control officers are held 
in the pound operated by Dr. 
Richard Schofield, a vet¬ 
erinarian, at 1100 Beacon st.,| 
Newton Highlands.

In addition to the conclu¬ 
sions reached by the Knowles 
study group, its report con¬ 
tains appendices on Tuesday 
and Thursday activities at 
the elementary schools, the 
results of a poll of parents, 
including their written com¬ 
ments, a declaration made 
by the staff of the Memorial 
School, a letter from the ele¬ 
mentary school principals, a 
report on the implications of 
a school lunch program and 
finally a report of a task 
force on educational phi¬ 
losophy. 

PARENT OPINIONS 
The parents poll made in 

December showed 2,110 in 
favor of single session and 
1,477 in favor of split session, 
with 174 giving no prefer¬ 
ence. Only one questionnaire 
was sent to each family hav¬ 
ing a child in the elementary 
schools regardless of how 
many children from that 
family were in the elemen¬ 
tary schools. 

The most frequent reasons 
given by parents in favor of 
single session concerned 
safety in traffic, and dangers 
occasioned by snow plows, 
dogs and so forth, as well as 
health hazards in bad weath¬ 
er and hardship in distance 
traveled. Another frequent 
reason was that there would 
be more opportunity and bet¬ 
ter scheduling for afternoon 
activities of various kinds. 

In this sense, the study 
made of children who re¬ 
turn for Tuesday and 
Thursday activities, such 
as sports, music instruc¬ 
tion, glee club, as well as 
individual help, did not in¬ 
dicate clearly whether these 
activities would be notably 
increased by a single ses¬ 
sion. 

The percentage of pupils 

returning after lunch on 

Tuesdays and Thursdays 

ranged from 19 per cent at 
the Countryside and 20 at the 
Hamilton to 64 per cent at 

the Carr, 62 per cent at the 
Spaulding, and 60 per cent 
at the Lincoln Eliot. In most 
cases none of the children 
who returned lived more 
than a mile from the school. 

Reasons given most fre¬ 

quently by parents favoring 
retention of the split session 
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included bad lunch conditions 
at school from a sanitary and 
disciplinary standpoint; the 
need for rest, relaxation and 
exercise provided by the 
break for the pupil; the ob¬ 
jection to expenditures for a 
single session lunch program. 

One letter favoring adop¬ 
tion of single session stated: 
"The split session makes 
it exceedingly difficult for 
working mothers who con¬ 
stitute an important frac¬ 
tion of the total, or pre¬ 
vents many mothers from 
working despite pressing ] 
financial necessities. I be¬ 
lieve that this hardship to 
an important fraction of 
the Newton community 
should constitute an im¬ 
portant consideration for 
the committee. Clearly, a 
single session would not, 
by contrast, be a hardship 
to ANY group. 

‘‘The split session makes it 
necessary for many children 
to cross streets with heavy 
traffic and which are not pa¬ 
trolled two extra times a 
day. (This is true over a 
long extent of Walnut street, 
to cite only one example). a| 
situation which constitutes a 
significant safety hazard. 

‘‘Abolition of the split ses¬ 
sion would remove this haz¬ 
ard. In addition there could 
be a considerable savings, 
since the patrolmen and 
crossing guards now em¬ 
ployed at noon would no 
longer be required. I would 
suspect that if this savings 
were taken into account as it 
should be, the estimated cost 
of $250,000 to $300,000 would 
be found too high,” the letter 
said. 

A defender of the present 
split session declared, how- j 
ever: "The midday obser¬ 
vation by mother of a 
child’s behavior, both phy¬ 
sical and mental, serves to 
better detect any deviations 
and allows for more imme¬ 
diate corrective action, 
whether it be a shoulder to 
cry on, bed rest, confidence 
restoration or private hand¬ 
ling of whatever appears 
to the child as a monstrous 
personal problem. 

“I feel that mothers who 
desire single session are ab¬ 
dicating this responsibility in 
exchange for more personal 
freedom. In cases where the 
family cannot make arrange¬ 
ments for lunch, (and we 
certainly make suitable ar¬ 
rangements for our METCO 
students) special efforts 
should be made as a special 
service; but I do not believe 
that the whole Newton sys¬ 
tem should be compromised 
to accommodate this special 
service,” the letter con¬ 
cluded. 

Another mother added in 
her letter: "I have spoken 
with my children concerning 
the lunch program and they 
have unequivocably stated 
how much they enjoy coming 
home for lunch and how 
much they would dislike eat¬ 
ing in school.” 

TEACHER POSITION 
The Memorial School staff 
prepared a consensus state¬ 
ment which argued: "Every 
parent expects and deserves 
the best education for his 
child. As teachers, we en¬ 
courage each child to work 
toward his maximum poten¬ 
tial by providing for individ¬ 
ual growth according to his 
ability and rate of learning. 

‘‘Both parents and teachers 
realize that physical and 
emotional patterns vary from 
child to child, and these 
needs must be met individu¬ 
ally. We must take into ac¬ 
count the child who is the 
slow eater, the child who re¬ 
quires a quiet period after 
eating, and the child whose 
physical needs must be at¬ 
tended to at this time. The 
child of today is bound by 
rigid scheduling. The noon 
hour reprieve is of prime im¬ 
portance as a time for him 
to be himself, a child. 

The Memorial School 
teachers also asserted that 
empty classrooms at lunch 
time improve their own 
efficiency. "The split ses¬ 
sion enables the teachers 
to plan cooperatively, as 
well as individually; to pro¬ 
vide special help; to pre¬ 
pare for, schedule and con¬ 
duct parent conferences; 
to attend important in-serv¬ 
ice workshops which ulti¬ 
mately benefit the child; to 
plan, revise and create new 
curriculum; to seek out, ex¬ 
amine and procure suitable 
material for implementa¬ 
tion of their programs. 

“If we are excluded from 
our classrooms during the 
noon hour, there will be no 
time to set up materials for 
the afternoon classes. We 
feel that we cannot afford to 
use valuable instruction time 
to set up projectors, mix 
paints, gather material from 
files and shelves, rearrange 
furniture for the afternoon 
groups, etc.,” the teachers 
maintained. 

LUNCH PROGRAM 
The memoranda on a 
school lunch program pre¬ 
pared by a subcommittee 
headed by Richard S. Fal¬ 
lows of 4 Bellingham street, 
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Newton Highlands, estimated 
that a program would cost 
about $250,000 per year. 

The major part of this 
cost, or about S200.000, 
would be for supervisors. 
The committee estimated 
that one adult supervisor 
would be needed for each 
class during the lunch and 
room recess periods. 

Custodial costs including 
extra work in mopping 
floors and collecting trash 
as well as materials used 
to line wastebaskets, would 
amount to a little over 
S40.000. 

The remaining expendi¬ 
tures would be for refrigera¬ 
tion. 

The Fallows subcommittee 
stated: “After reviewing the 
physical facilities for the 
various Newton elementary 
schools, it is recommended 
initially at least, that ar.y 
school lunch program be 
planned in terms of eating in 
the classroom. 

“A number of schools 
(more than half of the 24) 
would require serious en¬ 
croachment on the physical 
education or library pro¬ 
grams to set up tables and 
chairs prior to lunch and re¬ 
move them afterwards. Sev¬ 
eral schools could not permit 
even this undesirable sharing 
of facilities, since there is no 
usable space available to 
store the tables and chairs 
other than in the gym itself. 

“In the matter of the 
lunch itself, Dr. Cook (Di¬ 
rector of Public Health, 
City of Newton) suggested 
that initially we think in 
terms of a bag lunch from 
home. In addition, Dr. 
Cook suggested that some 
provision be made for re¬ 
duced-temperature storage 
to inhibit food spoilage. It 
was also suggested that 
some sandwich materials 
be provided by the school 
to cover the lost or forgot¬ 
ten lunch,” the report said. 

SAFETY 

The subcommittee on edu¬ 
cational implications and 
policy reported: “According 
to Charles Feeley, Safety 
Officer with the Newton Po¬ 
lice Department, traffic is 
heaviest in the early morn¬ 
ing. There is a slackening 
off toward noon, and the vol¬ 
ume remains the same dur¬ 
ing the afternoon until rush- 
hour when it picks up again. 
During the noon hour there 
are some areas of heavy, but 
slow-moving traffic in busi¬ 
ness areas. 

“The statistics would bear 
this out. Of the 10 school-age 
children injured while en- 
route to or from school in 
1966, nine of these accidents 
occurred before 8:40 a.m. 
and one at 12:17 p.m. 

"In itself, an extra trip to 
school adds an extra safety 
hazard. However, children 
play, walk to activities, or 
to friends’ houses after 
school, and are thus ex¬ 
posed to these hazards re¬ 
gardless of the school 
schedule. Walks to and 
from school have the pro¬ 
tection of police ladies, 
safety patrols and general¬ 
ly of large numbers of chil¬ 
dren to alert traffic to their 
presence. 

“None of the school sched¬ 
ules under consideration 
would either begin or end at 
a time when the lack of day¬ 
light would add to the safe¬ 
ty hazard. In 1966, the earli¬ 
est sunset was at 4:14 p.m., 
with darkness somewhat 
after that,” the report ob¬ 
served. 

HEALTH 

The subcommittee on edu¬ 
cational implications and 
policy found that there was 
no clear cut indication of 
w'hether split or single ses¬ 
sions are more beneficial to 
children’s health. 

“A single session could 
provide part of five after¬ 
noons for physical exer¬ 
cise. The present schedule 
allows for two full after¬ 
noons and the three noon 
walks. It cannot be proved 
which schedule will pro¬ 
vide children with more 
opportunity for outdoor ac¬ 
tivity. 

“The professional educa¬ 
tors consulted felt that sjome 
kind of break with unstruc¬ 
tured activity in the middle 
of the day is beneficial to the 
children. It is true that the 
present schedule is fatiguing 
for some six and seven-year- 
olds, but it is possible that 
a longer continuous stretch 


in school might be equally 
tiring. 

COMMUNICATIONS 

Apparently disturbed by 
the controversy which has 
arisen around the subject of 
single session, the policy and 
philosophy subcommittee 
concluded its reports by go¬ 
ing beyond the question of 
school schedules and urging 
Newton educators and the 
School Committee to find new 
ways of making themselves 
accessible to parents. 

"We are having trouble 
in communirating effec¬ 
tively with one another. In 
the past 20 years, the popu¬ 
lation has doubled from 
45.000 in 1947 to almost 
100.000 in 1967. There has 
been a widening of the gap 
between the professional 
educators and the parents, 
primarily due to the revo¬ 
lution taking place on the 
education scene,” the re¬ 
port stated. 

“The rising cost of educa¬ 
tion has placed an additional 
burden on our population. 
These and other factors have 
both complicated and in¬ 
creased the need for com¬ 
munication, and as yet. we 
have not found the answer 
as to how to keep up with 
this need. 

“Communications between 
teachers, parents, principals, 
agencies, administrators, 
School Committee members, 
and the general community 
cannot be handled as simply 
as they have been in the 
past. We must search for 
creative innovative methods 
to keep one another in¬ 
formed.” the subcommittee 
stressed. 

Members of the subcom¬ 
mittee on educational im¬ 
plications and policy were 
Mrs. Mary B. Everett, 
principal of the Cabot 
School; Mrs. William Han¬ 
ey, Mrs. William I. Heine, 
Bernard I. Kaplan; School 
Committee member Mrs. 
Norma W. Mintz, and Dr. 
Kathleen Mogul. 

The full study committee 
came to the unanimous con¬ 
clusion that the evidence did 
not warrant a general change 
of schedule but that parental 
interest did merit the crea¬ 
tion of a pilot program in 
from two to four schools. 


No specific schools were 
recommended. 

It was also suggested that 
a special committee be 
formed to advise the school 
administration in the con¬ 
duct of .the pilot programs 
and to evaluate the results, 
so as to recommend perma¬ 
nent schedule policies one 
year from now. 

Technically at least, the 
present Newton elementary 
school schedule is tempor¬ 
ary. although it is substan¬ 
tially the schedule which 
has existed for almost 60 
years. However, the State 
Board of Education has 
been empowered in recent 
years to set a minimum 
school day, and the City of 
Newton must obtain a 
yearly exemption from the 
State Board in order to 
continue its three-day-a- 
week split schedule and 
two short days. 

Although, some Newton 
parents have objected to the 
present system on the 
grounds that the 5-hour and 
forty-minute schedule on 
Monday, Wednesday and Fri¬ 
day is too long, the State 
ruling does not set a maxi¬ 
mum time for school days.

NEW YORK (UPI)—Every 
year we report faithfully that 
men’s sports wear for Spring 
is louder, brighter and 
splashier than ever. Well, it 
is true again this year but 
even more so, and especially 
in slacks. 

This time there is a com¬ 
bination of Aztec prints from 
Mexico, Inca prints from 
Peru, big African prints from 
Africa, stained glass prints 
presumably from Notre 
Dame. Pareu prints from 
Hawaii. And, of course Pais¬ 
ley. 

The main color is chill, 
which is the orangish color of 
the chili pepper and not the 
concoction served up with 
beans or rice in Texas. It 
also chows up in knit sports 
shirts and swim trunks. 

Actually there are two 
ranges of colors—the hot 
colors such as chili, fire 
engine red, orange, acid yel¬ 
lows, and the cool colors 
such as blues, w’ ites and 
olives. Sometimes they all 
get mixed up together. 

With such wild colors going 
around the news this spring 
is coordination. 

Jantzen sets the surf mood 
with a surf trunk of bright 
papeete red and white floral 
print on glazed cotton twill. 
Jams, back again this year, 
are longer and looser with a 
draw-string closing. 

The coordinated look can 
be seen in a Mexican printed 
batik for jams worn with a 
s /i sleeve shirt with the same 
print in the cuffs and hem.

Saint Laurie Ltd., went all 
out with an African print in 
a two-button sports jacket and 
matching slacks, H.I.S., aim¬ 
ing for the 16 to 22 market, 
showed print sport coats in 
plaids, stripes and paisleys. 

Van Heusen hit coordina¬ 
tion hard and also went for 
the wilder colors—chili, ore¬ 
gano and curry in walk 
shorts, slacks and shirts that 
matched or blended. Master 
Slacks eschewed the big prits 
but came up with some dazzl¬ 
ing printed slacks in tattersol 
and window pane checks. 

McGregor used “crazley 
paisley” in reds, greens and 
oranges in tapes (a stylized 
jam to match the shirt), surf¬ 
ing slacks and fitted swim- 
trunks. 

Stanley Blacker, who makes 
sports coats, turned up with 
a three-button centere vent 
Jacket in linen paisley in 
reds, greens, yellows and 
blues. Lebow showed a 
rayon paisley sports jacket 
in red and orange on natural. 

Miller Brothers showed all 
sorts of printed slacks with 
such combos as pink, red and 
bige. There was an aztec 
print in vivid green and yel¬ 
low in wider legged hip hug¬ 
ger pants for the beach. 
Catalina had wild looking 
swim trunks and shirts in 
Mexican prints.

of the Library, and lienee 
It la our responsibility to 
communicate to you our 
opinion concerning the loca¬ 
tion of the proposed new 
building; which is a matter 
of great importance to the 
citizenry of this city, both 
present and future. 

A great deal of time and 
effort has gone into con¬ 
sideration of this site. We 
appreciate the generosity of 
those on the library site com¬ 
mittee in expending their 
time for this purpose; 

But before a final decision 
Is made, we would like to 
report to you the conclusions 
of the majority of the Board 
of Trustees, based upon 
studies and deliberations 
made by us since the report 
of the library site committee 
was released in March 1966. 
In the first place, we feel 
It is essential that a new 
library be built according 
to the schedule laid out in 
the Capital Improvement 
Program. 

In the second place, we are 
opposed to the location at the 
corner of Homer and Walnut 
Streets for the following 
reasons; 

1. This area is completely 

removed from everything to 
which people are attracted 
in the normal course of their 
daily activities. To locate a 
central library in an area 
such as this is to violate the 
most fundamental principle 
of twentieth century library 
thinking which is to make a 
central library easily avail¬ 
able to the greatest number 
of people. 

To put the library at the 
corner of Homer and Wal¬ 
nut Streets is also entirely 
contrary to the best judge¬ 
ment of virtually every 
library expert in this coun¬ 
try, including Mssrs. Hum¬ 
phry and McNifT, who were 
hired to choose the right 
location for it. 

2 The site at Homer and 
Walnut Streets is only a mile 
away from the two most 
active branches in our 
system, namely the Newton 
Centre and Newtonville 
Branches. The cost of main¬ 
taining these branches is ap¬ 
proximately $35,000 per year 
each. 

Both of these branches, be¬ 
cause they are properly lo¬ 
cated, have a very large cir¬ 
culation (nearly 100,000 books 
a year each) and to close 
either of them would im¬ 
pose an unreasonable hard¬ 
ship on residents who are 
now regular library users. 

By putting the main library 
at Homer and Walnut Streets, 
we would be adding still 
another building to our pre¬ 
sent library system. This is 
again in direct opposition to 
the recommendations of the | 
Humphry-McNiff survey. 
Obviously, if the new 
building were located at 
either Newtonville Square 
or Newton Centre Square, 
the present branch in that 
area could be eliminated 
without inconvenience to 
present patrons. 

This would result in an 
annual saving of $35,000 per 
year, which will be lost if 
the library is built at Homer 
and Walnut Streets. 

Taking into consideration 
the above factors, we request 
that the recommendations of 
the library site committee be 
rejected. Since it does not ap¬ 
pear possible to erect the new 
building on the site which was 
recommended in the Hum-

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2 Loral Salons, Clergyman, 
IT ant Viet Bombing Stopped 


Two Newton law-makers 
end local clergyman were 
among the supporters of a bill 
this week to memorialize 
Congress to enact legislation 
calling upon President John¬ 
son to cease the bombing in 
Vietnam. 

They testified at a hearing 
before the Committee on 
Congressional Law of the 
Massachusetts Legislature. 
An overflow crowd caused the 
hearing to be moved from 
the fourth floor State House 
hearing room to the Gardner 
Auditorium. 

Rep. Joseph G. Bradley of 
Newton declared that while 
he did not approve of the 
bill’s call for a general cease 
fire by the United States, he 
did support a cessation of the 
bombing. 

“I am aware of the rami¬ 
fications of our unusual posi¬ 
tion, as it appears to be 
contrary to the opinion of the 
present Administration,” 
Bradley asserted. "However, 
Congress and the President 
are the servants of the people, 


and it is the people’s duty to 
express to them in such a 
form as this bill our desires.” 

Rep. Irving Fishman of 
Newton added, "The bombing 
of North Vietnam is thp wars- 
military failure this country 
has ever attempted. It has 
failed to stop the infiltration 
of South Vietnam and it has 
not deterred the military 
capacity of the North Viet¬ 
namese to wage war.” 

The Rev. Donald Prinn, 
rector of St. John’s Episcopal 
Church of Newtonville, said 
the Massachusetts Council of 
Churches advocated adoption 
of the resolution. 

When questioned by Rep. 
Dave N. Vigneault as to 
whether Council members 
had been polled, the Rev. 
Prinn replied that this had 
not been done but that the 
"paid full-time staff of the 
Council were in favor of hav¬ 
ing their voices heard” in 
support of the resolution but 
could not be expected to 
speak specifically for every 
Christian in the State.
